In Great 
Britain no class of the com- 
munity is excluded from 
serving as a volunteer, and 
every man so serving is 
intrusted with the custody 
of his rifle, if he chooses to 
keep it; and therefore in 
every district there may 
be, and probably is, a large 
body of more or less trained 
men with excellent fire- 
arms in their possession, 
Imagine Belfast to have 
been such a district for 
the last ten days. There 
would have been no 
need to resort to the 
limited supply of the 
gunmakers’ shops, which 
has been the resource of 
the rioters, and the result 
would have been in pro- 
portion to the ready means 
of mischief in every man's 
hand. If the question is 
again asked why there are 
no volunteers in Ireland, 
the answer will be prompt, 
that, owing to religious 
and political hatred, and in 
the face of a large force of 
most efficient constabulary 
and of regular troops, an 
Trish city has been given 
up for days together to 
bloodshed and _ plunder, 
although its inhabitants did 
not possess what, for this 
purpose, may be called the 
negative advantages of the 
organisation and weapons, 
which are the necessary 
accessories of a volunteer 
system. Happily for the 
rest of the United King- 
dom, the elements neces- 
sary to produce such a con- 
test as has been going on 
in Belfast do not exist in 
any town out of Ireland. 

It is only those who know 
the state of religious hatred 
in the north to whom this 
state of things can be in- 
telligible; and it is only 
Irishmen themselves who 
thoroughly comprehend the 
feeling which exists in that 
part of the country. In all 
other parts of Ireland 
antagonism between the 
two sects is now a ques 
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principle of Protestant 


ascendancy ; and, by con- 
sequence, there, ever and 
anon, the Roman Catholics 
are prone to avail them- 
selves of any opportunity 
to vindicate their inde- 
pendence and to claim 
equality.

The Irish constabulary are said to be the 
finest set of men that ever were brought together in one body ; 
but they are, in fact, soldiers in everything but name ; they are 
dressed in a uniform distinctly military, and they are armed with 
rifles and bayonets, while their training is that of the manual 
and platoon. In short, the Irish constable wants that element of 
the civilian in his composition which is essential to the police- 
man proper—that is,a man in a certain sense unarmed, who 
represents the law and trusts to a moral influence, supported 
only in extreme cases by the truncheon. Such a functionary

A grand féte was given on Saturday, at Versailles, in honour of the 
King. The entertainment was divided into two parts, and lasted 
from five in the evening till past midnight. The princiy 
the first part was concentrated in the superb fountain park, 
which seen The Emperor and Empress, 
with their Royal rived at half-past five from Trianon, riding 
in an open caléche, and followed by a numerous cavalcade. After 
visiting the various fountains and jets, their Majesties terminated 
their ride by making a tour of the Neptune basin. The number of 
spectators was so great that the horses could scarcely advance, and 
everywhere their Majesties were received with greatest 
enthusiasm. They returned to the palace at six o'clock. 
At nine o'clock their Majesties entered the theatre of the 
palace, where a ballet and a comedy called “ Psyche,” by Corneille

Imperial. As soon as the Imperial and Royal visitors appeared the 
erchestra played the Royal Spanish March, and the performance com- 
menced. Their Majesties retired at eleven. Then commenced the 
night féte, which consisted of the illumination of the fountains and 
jets. and of the gardens themselves. Thousands of globe-shaped and 
orange-coloured lamps were suspended on the trees and spread a most 
brilliant light, whilst from the seulptured vases bright flames arose, 
and the fountains, as they played, were made resplendent by 
the elcetric light. There was also a splendid display of fireworks, which, 
with Bengal lights, rendered the whole of the large palace as clear to 
the eye as at daylight. The top of the building was illuminated 
also, and as the company turned to witness this new spectacle, the 
Emperor and the Prince Imperial appeared on the balcony, and were 
saluted most cordially. The whole of the Court occupied the windows 
of the Mirror Gallery. Some time afterwards their Majesties entered 
the gardens and witnessed the concluding effecte of the illumination 
amongst the visitors, to whom the Emperor had kindly thrown open 
the reserved gardens. A supper was served at midnight in the Mirror 
Gallery, and afterwards the Emperor again appeared on the balcony 
of the palace, and was received with hearty demonstrations, At one 
o'clock their Majesties left Versailles for St. Clond. 

Princess Czartoriska, daughter of Queen Christina, died yesterday 
week, an event which would naturally throw some gloom over the 
acenes in which the Royal visitor was playing the part of guest. 

The King left Paris on Sunday for Madrid, arriving at Bayonne on 
Monday morning. Before his departure from Paris he sent 25,000f. 
to the Minister of the Interior, to be distributed- among the poor of 
Paris. Also, on leaving Bayonne, his Majesty gave 2500f. to the 
indigent of the town. 

His Majesty's visit to the Ex peror Napoleon has given rise to 
rumours of an intended marriage between a Spanish Prince and 
Princess Anna Murat; but the Jndépendance Belge asserts positively 
that the Princess’s hand had been formally solicited for the youn 
Crown Prince of Italy.

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people. “The present physiognomy of liberty, properly so called,” 
said M. de Persigny, “may be recognised by the striking signs of the 
solidity and duration of the Governments which it founds, and 
by the passion it inspires for great things.” M. de Persigny 
then demonstrated that the political institutions of England 
are not adapted for France; “it not being possible,” he 
continued, “for authority and liberty to remain in the hands of 
one class, as in England. Instead of subordinating one class to 
another, it was natural to render them independent, and this is the 
fundamental principle of our institutions.” The speaker further 
said :—“ In order that the liberty of the press may be a benefit, it is 
necessary, in a country newly constituted, that a new, vigorous, and 
independent political generation should arise to replace the minds 
enervated by revolutions.” 

The death of the Marquis de Grouchy, in his seventy-sixth year, 
has just been recorded. He commenced his career of arms under his 
father, and made the campaigns of Prussia, Poland, and Italy in 1809. 
He was Colonel at the Battle of Waterloo, where he was wounded. 
After a long exile with his father, he was named Inspector of Cavalry, 
a post which he held for several years. He was one of the first who 
was called to the Senate when that great body of the State was re- 
organised. The Marquis had a brother who was, like himself, a 
General of Cavalry, and who died some months ago, The deceased 
leaves one son, who is a pupil at the staff-school. 

The opening of the shooting season in all the departments of the 
north of France and for those of the second zone is fixed for the 3rd 
of September. 

The steam despatch-boat Arabe has just arrived at Toulon from the 
station at the Gaboon, on the western coast of Africa, This vessel 
returns to France after an absence of sixteen years. 

An insurrection has broken out in the province of Oran, in Algiers, 
and several tribes have risen ; but the French military commander has 
taken vigorous measures to suppress this rising. 

Official despatches, received at Paris from Mexico, announce that 
several unimportant engagements had taken place between some 
bands and the troops, The sanitary condition of the army was 


satisfactory. 
BELGIUM. 
The Chambers were re-opened on Tuesday, when Prince de Ligne 
was again elected President of the Senate, It is not expected that the 
Session will last more than a few days. 


DENMARK AND GERMANY. 

The King of Prussia has been a guest of the Emperor of Austria, 
His Majesty arrived at Vienna last Saturday evening, leaving on 
Thursday for Baden-Baden, where he will probably remain several 
days. Interviews have taken place between Herr von Bismark and 
Count Rechberg, and no doubt the future relations of the great 
German Powers to the smaller ones, as well as the destiny of the 
newly-acquired Danish duchies, were topics of conversation. Indeed, 
one of the more or less inspired journals of Paris declares that the 
Prussian and Austrian Cabinets have come to a complete under- 
standing regarding the territories conquered from Denmark ; that 
Prussia will not quit Schleswig-Holstein without territorial, political, 
and military compensation ; and that the 
longer disapproves of Prussian policy. 


Austrian Government no 
t is said that the duchy of Holstein is about to be completely 
pied by Austrian and Prussian troops; and the Austrian General 
Gablenz has arrived at Altona for the purpose, as it is supposed, of 
taking the necessary measures. 

At the closing of the Saxon Chambers, on Tnesday. the King 
delivered a speech in which he expressed a hope that the Schleswig- 
Holstein question would be settled according to right and to the wishes 
of Germany. The speech alluded to the favourable condition of the 
Saxon finances and to the prospects held out by the commercial treaty, 
and complimented the Saxon army on its strict discipline under 
difficult circumstances. 

The Crown Prince and Princess of Sweden have paid a visit to 
Copenhagen. They breakfasted yesterday week with the King, and 
left in the evening for Sweden. 


SWITZERLAND, 

At the election of a State Councillor at Geneva, on Sunday, M. 
James Fazy, the leader of the Radical party, was defeated by a con- 
siderable majority in favour of his Conservative opponent, M. 
Chenevitre. 

There were serious riots at Geneva on Monday. They are stated 
to have arisen from the Radical committee having annulled the election 
of M. Cheneviére. On this becoming known, the Conservatives sur- 
rounded the building in which the sittings of the Council were held. 
The inhabitants of the Faubourg St. Gervais armed themselves and 
constructed a barricade, and a conflict ensued, in which four persons 
were killed and fifteen wounded. M. Fornerod and Colonel Barman, 
the Federal Commissioners, arrived with a battalion of militia, and 
restored order for a time, but had some difficulty in calming the 
rioters ; M. Fornerod therefore ordered the federal troops to enter the 
town. Tranquility was then re-established. 

The Grand Council of Geneva have decided to submit the affair of 
the late election to the judgment of the Federal Council, 

RUSSIA. 

The Czar has ordered a reduction of the army, granting an imme- 
diate and unlimited discharge to those soldiers of the Guards, Artillery, 
Engineers, and the Interior Guard whose service expires on the Ist of 
January next, 

It has been decreed by Imperial ukase that another slice of Poland 
shall be Russianised. The palatinate of Augustowo will hence- 
forward he incorporated with Russia, though for the present it will be 
administered by a native Governor, in the person of General Zobolocki. 


AMERICA, 

General Grant has returned to Petersburg, after having visited 
Washington and the Upper Potomac. On the 5th the Confederates 
charged his lines, but were repulsed with great slanghter. 

Hagerstown has been reoccupied by the Federals, and the Confede- 
rates, having withdrawn from Maryland into Virginia, have, on the 
authority of scouts, been attacked and defeated by Averill at Moor- 
field, with the loss of 600 prisoners and four guns. 

General Hunter has been superseded by General Sheridan, who has 
been placed in command of the Middle Military Division, embracing 
the department of Washington, the Susquehanna, Maryland, and 
Western Virginia. 

At last accounts the situation at Atlanta remained unchanged. 
General Sherman was strengthening his position, and vigorously pre- 
paring his siege operations. Hood maintained his lines, and was 
thought to be making every exertion to interfere with Sherman’s com- 
munications. It was reported that large bodies of Georgia militia had 
reinforced Atlanta. 

Letters from General Sherman's army state that the battle on the 
28th ult., previously mentioned, was brought on by an attempt by 
General Hood to outflank General Sherman while extending his 
right. The contest was most severe, and fora time the result was 
doubtful, though ultimately the Federals repulsed their assailants. 

The report of the capture by the Confederates of General Stoneman 
and a portion of his command is fully confirmed.

The accounts of Admiral Farragut’s operations at Mobile were 
derived from despatches sent by the Confederate authorities to 
Richmond. From them it appears that seventeen Federal war-steamers 
passed Fort Morgan on the morningof the 5th, but that the monitor 
Tecumeeh had been sunk by the fort. The Confederate Admiral 
Buchanan and the iron-clad steamers Tennessee and Selma had been 
taken by the Federale, and the Gaines had been driven ashore. The 
Federal fleet had approached the city, and a body of Federal troops 
had been landed on Dauphin Island, in the rear of Fort Gaines. 

The American correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette gives 
the following account of the seacoast defences of Mobile :— 

The entrance to the bay is between Mobile Point and the eastern point of 
Dauphin Idand, the distance between them being about three miles and 
three quarters. The interior of the bay has water en mgh for any vesel 
which can cross the bar, which has about 15 ft. upon it at low water. A shoal 
oy posite the mouth of Dog River, eleven miles south of the city of Mobile, 
pr: vente vessels drawing more than 8 ft. going further up the bay. A short 
listanece above the mouth of Dog River, and on the bar bearing the =m 
non @, obstructions have been placed, and in some places old vessels have been 

nk, blocking up the chanpel, leaving only a narrow passage through them 





eo that their own vessels can pass through. Lines of intrenchments have been 
thrown up, encircling the city from near Dog River around to the Alabama 
river, and no less than twelve large independent and outlying earth- 
works command the obstructions and the approach to the city. On 
Pintes Point is a formidable earthwork, mounting nine large guns; 
at Garrow’s Bend is a five-gun battery, commanding the river obstructions 
and the main channel for a distance of three miles, The remain- 
ing earthworks in that vicinity are intended to repulse the landing of 
troops on the western shores, or a land attack, which could be made at 
Portersville, on Mississippi Sound, and thence marching up by the road to 
Spring Hill. The intrenchments are about fifteen miles in length, and were 
thrown up some time ago. A tract of marshy land has been made solid by 
means of spiles and earth, and on this has been erected a casemate-battery, 
armed with ten heavy guns— viz., three 100-pounder rifles, four 9-inch 
Dahbigrens, and three long 32-pounders. Jetween this battery and the 
Alabama river, near the latter, is a redoubt whose guns can sweep the level 
plateau over which it keeps guard as well as commanding a portion of the 
bay. Passing further to the north, another redoubt is met, 
mounting four guns; this commands a portion of the railroad. 
At Three-Mile Creek, guarding the railroad, is still another and 
quite as formidable a work; and between the Alabama river and 
the Shell-road is a six-gun battery. Fort Morgan, the main protection of the 
city of Mobile, is located on a long, low, sandy peninsula, called Mobile Point, 
at the entrance of the bay. It cost the United States in its construction nearly 
a million and a half dollars, and is capable of mounting 132 guns and of gar- 
risoning 700 men; but, with the water-batteries erected near it, its present 
garrison does not fall far short of 1500 men. Fort Gaines, or Dauphin Island, 
is a smaller work, and is said to mount from fifty to sixty guns, and has a 
garrison of about 900 men. 

South Carolina advices to the 5th report a heavy bombardment of 
Fort Sumter and Charleston in progress. The Federal officers placed 
under fire at Charleston, and the Confederate officers held under fire 
on Morris Island by General Foster in retaliation, have been exchanged. 
This releases on each side five generals and forty-five field officers. 

General Birney recently made a successful raid into Florida, 
destroying several bridges and a portion of the railroad between 
Fernandina and Baldwin. 

Several of the New England States are vigorously recruiting, 
through special agents, among the blacks in General Foster’s depart~- 
ment to fill their State quotas under the recent call for troops. 

A rumour prevailed at New York that a Confederate raid was to be 
we from Canada into Buffalo, with the view of destroying the Erie 
Canal, 

It is also asserted that Mr. Stanton, the Secretary for War, has 
tendered his resignation. 

The New York police, in conjunction with the English detectives, 
have made every arrangement to arrest Miiller on his arrival, 

The Southern papers announce the appointment of the Hon. George 
A. Trenholm as Secretary of the ‘l'reasury, in the place of the Hon. C, 
G. Memminger, resigned. Mr. Trenholm is a native of Charleston, 
about fifty-five years of age, and the senior partner of the firm of 
John Fraser and Co., of Charleston, which, with its Liverpool branch, 
Fraser, Trenholm, and Co., has been extensively engaged in blockade- 
running enterprises since the beginning of the war. 

It is reported that there are now at Andersonville, South Carolina, 
over 50,000 Federal prisoners, and that over 2000 died there during 
the month of June.

» remembered that the Georgia, which was built in an English 
port, cruised for some time as a Confederate man-of-war, and was 
then sold at Liverpool. She was bought by Mr. Bates, a merchant of 
that town, and is alleged to have been chartered by him to the 
Portuguese Government as a packet between Lisbon ithe West 
Coast of Africa. She sailed from Liverpool on the 8th inst. “with a 
very valuable cargo,” said to be intended for Lisbon and the West 
Coast of Africa ; and on the 15th she was captured near the mouth of 
the Tagus by the Niagara. A prize crew was put on board, and she 
was sent to New York, while the Niagara steered for the British 
Channel, and has landed her prize’s men at Dover. 

THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, 

The Cape mail steam-ship Athens arrived at Plymouth on Thursday 
morning. She left the Cape orf the 21st, St. Helena on the 30th ult., and 
Ascension on the 3rd inst. The Athens brings seventy-two passengers, 
including the Hon. Mr. Rawson, the late Colonial Secretary, who has 
been appointed Governor of the Bahamas; Colonels J. G. Rawatorne 
and Ker, Mrs. Stoltz and seven children of the Moravian mission. 

Parliament was still in Session. The whole of the Government 
taxing bills had passed, together with a bill to provide forthe formation 
of a sinking fund. 

There was prospect of a good harvest, the extent of land brought 
under cultivation exceeding the average of the previous years. 

Owing to the stoppage of the Government works, a large number of 
working men had flocked to Cape Town for employment, which could 
only be obtained at low remuneration. 

The intimation that free passages to New Zealand would shortly be 
offered by the Government of that colony had induced numbers to 
determine to emigrate there. 

The Bishop of Cape Town had returned from Natal, where he was 
very warmly received.

INDIA, 


Advices from India appear to shadow forth the prospect of 
another of those little and too-often disastrous wars which have 
so frequently marked our rule in the far East. The Bhootanese, 
whose territories adjoin the British province of Assam, were 
threatening an attack, and the Dherma Rajah, or chief ruler, had 
directed a demand to be made upon the British Government for 
arrears of subsidy alleged to be in, The British authorities had 
suspended communications with the disaffected province, and the next 
mail, it is to be feared, may bring the announcement of actual 
hostilities. The King of Burmah is also contemplating an attack upon 
the English, and was said to be making preparations on a large scale, 


CHINA. 

The Chinese still manifest an indisposition to open communications 
with Europeans, and the Portuguese Plenipotentiaries have been 
unsuccessful in their attempt to obtain the ratification of the treaty 
with the Government of China, 

There had been no further movements of the rebels.

New York, Aug. 12, Evening. 

Official Confederate despatches from Mobile, dated the 8th inst., 
state :—It is painfully humiliating to announce the shameful sur- 
render of Fort Gaines by Colonel Anderson, Colonel Anderson com- 
municated with the enemy by a flag of truce without the consent of 
General Page, who inquired, by signal, what his purpose was, but received 
no answer, General Page telegraphed“ hold your fort,” and immediately 
visited Fort Gaines, when he found that Colonel Anderson was on 
board the Federal fleet, arranging a capitulation, The General left 
orders for Colonel Anderson, on returning, not to surrender the fort, 
and relieved him of his command. Fort Morgan signalled this morn- 
ing, but received no answer except the hoisting of the Federal flag over 
the ramparts of Fort Gaines. Colonel Anderson’s conduct is pro- 
nounced inexplicable and shameful. 

The Confederates evacuated and blew up Fort Powell on the 7th 
instant. The whole Confederate fleet, except one vessel, is sunk, 
beached, or captured. 

General Sheridan’s forces are moving up the Shenandoah Valle: 
against the Confederates, General Averill’s success at Moorefield, 
Virginia, is confirmed.

The annual National Eisteddfod of Wales was begun at 
Liandudno on Tuesday. A pavilion, capable of accommodating 6000 people, 
was erected for the occasion. The object of the festival, which lasts for 
several days, is the preservation and encouragement of the language, 
literature, and arts of the Cymry. This is sought to be effected by the award 
of prizes for composition in music, poetry, and literature, which awards are 
made after public competition. The most ancient national forms and cere- 


/ monies are preserved, and an antiquity of 1200 years is claimed for the festival 


itself. The first proceeding was the opening of the Gorsedd, or Council of 
Bards, to which the members, bards, ovates, druids, minstrels, &c., went 
in procession. This took place by proclamation, in Welsh and English, 
at the Cylch, which is a druidical circle of twelve stones placed 
upright at regular intervals round one flat stone supported on 
four smaller ones, the whole signifying mystically the zodiac and its 
twelve divisions, The presiding bard was Gwalchmai, At this ceremony 
degrees were conferred upon the approved candidates for bardic and 
other honours. When the Gorsedd was closed a procession was again formed 
to the pavilion, where the Eisteddfod was commenced, under the presidency of 
Mr. William Bulkeley Hughes, of Plascoch, The competition then took 
place, various poems being recited and sung, essays read, and musical com- 
positions performed. One noticeable contribution was a translation of 
* Hamlet” into Welsh, by Mr. D. Griffiths, of Holywell—said to be very 
creditably performed. In the evening a miscellaneous concert of Welsh music 
took place, in which Miss Edith Wynne (Kos Cymru Pencerddes), Miss Kate 
Wynne, Mr. W. H. Cumming, Mr. Lewis Thomas, Mr. John Owen, Mr. L. W. 
Lewis (better known as Llew Liwyfo), Mr. J. P. Chatterton, Mr. John Thomas, 
Mr. Ellis Roberts, Mr. Llewellyn Williams (the four last on the harp), took 
part. Mr. H. V. Lewis and Mr. G. Owen accompanied on the pianoforte, and 
Mr. E. W. Thomas (leader of the Liverpool Philharmonic concerts) performed 
some solos on the vidlin, and Mr. W. Matthews on the cornet. 


The riots at Belfast appear to be at an end. Yesterday 
week firearms were freely used, and several persons were wounded, one boy 
being killed ; but since then no outbreak has taken place. It is worthy of 
remark that this result has been brought about not so much by the action of 
the magistrates, the police, or the military, as by the respectable inhabitants 
of the city taking the matter into their own hands; gentlemen in whom the 
antagonist parties had confidence visiting the districts where the rioters were, 
reasoning with them, calming their passions, and exacting from them pro- 
mises, which appear to have been faithfully kept wherever given, that they 
would not become aggressors. Several persons have died, several are in hos- 
pital wounded, and, though several are under arrest, it does not appear that 
any are apprehended on the charge of murder. The housesurgeon’s report to 
the board of management of the General Hospital for the week ending Aug. 19 
is a most extraordinary document. Nothing can more plainly show the biood- 
thirsty character of the week's rioting. It is as follows :— 

I beg to report that, during the past week, there were admitted to hospital seventy-five 
patients, of whom s.xty-six were suffering from severe injuries, Upwards of fifty of these 
cases were the result of the present riots in town, thirty of them being ganshot wounds, 
and the remainder contusions, lacerations, fractures, and other injuries of a serious cha- 
racter. Besides these cases admitted, there were upwards of sixty treated as out-door 

patients, of which the greater portion were gunshot wounds, some of them really of a 
gerous character, but which, contrary to advice, did not remain in hospital, in con- 
sequence, probably, of a fear of detection by the authorities. Up to this time only two 
deaths have occurred in the hospital from injuries received in the riots, but several more 
are to be apprehended. To mect the emergency, I have been obliged to engage an 
additional medical staff, both of medical gentlemen and of nurses. In concluding my 
report I cannot refrain from mentioning with the highest praise the exertions of all the 
resident officials of the institution—house pupils, housekeepers, and nurses—under thu 
extraordinary preseure of duty eo suddenly put upon them, 
DAVID MOORE, House Sargeon.

WATERSPOUTS.—On Sunday morning, about half-past nine 
o'clock, says a “ Casual Visitor,” ting to the 7imes, the town of Brighton 
was visited with a severe thunderstorm, during which a distinct waterspout 
was visible at sea :—‘‘ Thestorm come over from the westward with an intense 
blackness of cloud, thunder having been over our heads for about half an hour 
— . It reached the east side of the town about half-past nine, and 

A few minutes before this 
took place a dark blue waterspout was distinctly visible about two miles out 
at sea, which rapidly arose from the water like a thick cloud of smoke from a 
chimney and joined the dark clonds above. There seemed to be several other

| thick and dark that the separation of the clouds and sea was not discernible, 


The downfall of hail was something terrific, the streets being quickly covered 
with ice.

Being stationed on the east side of the pier I had 
a magnificent view of the storm as it approached from the direction 
of Shoreham.”——An “ Observer” writes:—‘‘ The advantage of the great 
elevation of the tower of Worthing Coll was eagerly seized this morning 
as an observatory to witness the approach, within two miles, of one of the 
most remarkable phenomena of the mighty deep—a waterspout. The 
morning was very dull and thundery, attended with a few showers, and the 
lightning severe.

LoRD PALMERSTON AT TIVERTON.—His Lordship visited 
his constituents at Tiverton on Tuesday, and was enthusiastically received.

after; that they should, by their manner and bearing towards those of 
different opinion, render those differences as little perceptible as possible, 
and endeavour to inculcate that charity which is the basis of 
our common religion. I trust and believe that the selections which 
it has been my lot to make have been made in this direction, and 
that those who have been elevated to fill high positions in the Established 
Church have and will, by their bearing towards different communions, en- 
deavour to prove that, although each may be sincere in holding opinions at 
variance one with another, they nevertheless all feel that there are common 
feelings, common interests, and common obligations which pervade the mass, 
and that those feelings, interests, and obligations ought not to be embittered 
by any asperities between different sects” (Cheers.) After a passing allusion 
to the riots at Belfast, his Lordship referred to the efforts of his Government 
to preserve peace with honour, especially in the cases of the . acrican conflict, 
the Polish insurrection, and the Danish quarrel. He thought the country 
He went on to allude to 
“There never was a period

MR. FREDERICK ROBSON, 
OF THE OLYMPIC THEATRE. 


A Portrait of Mr. Robson, 
whose death, at the age of forty- 
three, we mentioned last week, is 
here engraved. He was, beyond 
question, a man of genius. His 
acting was unique, and belonged 
to no school, though he is said 
when yet a child to have imitated 
most forcibly the mannerisms of 
Edmund Kean. He became a 
strolling player, and passed from 
one small country town to another 
till he got an ~— oF at the 
Grecian Saloon. here he re- 
mained five years, delighting a 
cockney audience, amidst the 
fumes of brandy and tobacco, 
with some of those farcical 
characters, such as the “‘ Wander- 
ing Minstrel,” and “ Boots at the 
Swan,” with which visitors to the 
Olympic have since been amused. 
He was then for three years with 
Mr. Henry Webb, lessee of the 
Queen’s Theatre at Dublin. In 
1853 Mr. Robson came back to 
London, having been engaged by 
Mr. Farren at the Olympic. He 
appeared at Easter of that year 
in the farce of “Catching an 
Heiress.” He made very little 
impression in this part; but his 
time arrived a few weeks later, 
when the late Mr. Francis 
Talfourd’s burlesque of “ Mac- 
beth” was produced. In this Mr, 
Robson played the chief character, 
and produced an immense effect. 
In less than three months after 
he renewed his triumph by play- 
ing Shylock in another burlesque 
by the same author; and this, with 
Jem Baggs, in the “ Wandering 
Minstrel,” established him as a 
at and original English actor, 
Yhen Mr. Farren gave up the 
theatre, and it was taken by Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Wigan, Mr. 
Robson was retained as its most 
valuable attraction. His first 
essay in the serious part of 
Fouché’s secretary in “Plot and 
Passion” was another great suc- 
cess; and this was followed by 
the “ Yellow Dwarf,” a burlesque 
by Mr. Planché, in which Mr. 
Robson made a most unearthly 
figure. His capacities for domestic 
drama were shown in the part of 
Daddy Hardacre, and in such 
plays as “The Porter's Knot,” 
“The Lighthouse,” or “The Red 
Vial.” It was still, however, by 
his burlesque performances, espe- 
cially those of Masaniello and 
Medea, that he commanded the 
greatest share of public admira- 
tion. After the retirement of Mr. 
Wigan he became manager of the 
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Olympic conpeinty with Mr, 
Emden; nor has he ever been a 
regular actor at any other theatre 
since his first appearance there in 
1853.

TUNIS WATER-CARRIERS. 
THE group represented in our 
Engraving under this title is from 
a sketch by an artist who recently 
visited Tunis and thence went 
overland to Egypt. In Tunis 
water-carriers are an indispensable 
part of the community, as there 
are no underground mains and 
pipes for the distribution of that 
necessary liquid; while the heat 
of the climate and the Moham- 
medan customs of ablution make 
the personal consumption of large 
supplies of water even more im- 
portant than it is in our northern 
climate. The water is carried in 
earthern jars of a peculiar shape, 
and a bunch of palm-leaves is 
placed in the mouth of each 
vessel to protect it from impurities 
and to keep the water cool. 
VIEWS OF GUZERAT, IN 
THE PUNJAUB, 
WE have been favoured by Cap- 
tain Edward Paske, of the Beny: 1 
Staff Corps, and Deputy Com- 
missioner of the District of 
Guzerat, with a series of ten photo- 
graphs, taken by Messrs. Fricke 
and Jung at his request, which 
represent some of the most in- 
teresting objects and scenes in that 
province of our Indian empire, 
Three of them are engraved on 
the next page. It may be well 
before noticing the parti 1 lar sul - 
jects of these Illustrations, to give 
a brief account of the place. This 
district of Guzerat, in the Punjaub, 
lies between the rivers Chenab 
and Jhelum, and forms a « om pac 
block of the upper portion of the 
tract of country termed the “ Chaj 
Doab.” It is from forty -eight to 
seventy-two miles in length and 
from twenty-four to thirty-seven 
miles in breath; and its area is 
1886 square miles, The population 
of the district, according to the 
Census of 1854, numbers 500),167 
souls, being 265°2 per square mile. 
The land revenue of the district 
amounts to 521,317 rupees pu 
annum. Guzerat is bounded 
towards the north by the Cash- 
mere range of mountains, on two 
sides by the Chenab and Jhelw 
rivers, and gn the fourth side by 
the district of Shahpore. The 


Grand Trunk Road from Lahore

ines, from 
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lhe cultivated area of Guzerat comprises about 593,934 acres. Its 
chief agricultural products are wheat, barley, rapeseed, linseed, and 
tobaceo in the spring crop; and buckwheat, rice, millet, oil seed, 
sugar-cane, and cotton in the autumn and harvest. The soil of the 
district is in many places admirably suited for the cultivation of flax 
and cotton ; and the two rivers which flow on each side of the district 
afford great facilities for the transportation of agricultural and other 
products to the seaboard. Among the principal manufactures of the 
district may be mentioned the shawl and other woollen manufactures, 
conducted by the numerous “ Cashmerees ” located in Guzerat, and the 
‘ koft gari,” or inlaid iron or gold work produced by skilled artisans in 
the town of Guzerat. Of trade, exports prevail largely over imports. All 
kinds of agricultural produce are exported largely, also wool and country 
cloths. The imports, which are comparatively trifling, comprise chiefly 
spices, iron, and other metals. In this district, where the grazing lands are 
very extensive, and the pasturage good, cattle of all kinds are largely 
bred. The brood mares of the district are considered very fine, and 
there is a considerable demand for Guzerat horned cattle. 

Our firet Engraving gives a view of the town of Guzerat. It shows 
some of the largest houses in the most populous part of the town, 
and also the dome of a fine mosque. Guzerat is situated on the Grand 
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VIEW 


OF THE TOWN OF GUZERAT, IN THE PUNJAUB, 
Trunk Road, about six miles from the Chenab, and contains upwards of 
20,000 inhabitants. 

The Guzerat district is distinguished as being the battle-field of 
British conquest in the Punjaub. Here took place the engagement at 
Sudoolapore, in December, 1848, followed by the sanguinary battle of 
Chillianwallah, and ending with the fight at Guzerat, where the Sikhs 
lost the kingdom they had won and consolidated eighty-five years 
before. We may give next week a view of the stone obelisk erected 
on the battle-field of Chillianwallah to the memory of those who fell 
in the fight. In the mean time, our second Illustration represents the 
tombs of some of the officers and men who fell in the battle at 
Guzerat. These graves are all inclosed by a substantial masonry wall, 
and are kept in good preservation. 

Our third Illustration shows the English church in the civil station 
of Guzerat. In 1860, Sir Robert Montgomery, K.C.B., the present 
Lieutenant Governor of the Punjaub, brought to the notice of the 
supreme Government the question of accommodation for Protestant 
worship in the Punjaub provinces, and, feeling a very deep interest 
in the work, obtained sanction for the construction of churches at all 
stations where no such accommodation had been provided. Thus, 
through Sir R. Montgomery's exertions, no less than fifteen small 
churches were constructed at civil stations in the Punjaub during 1861. 
The Guzerat Church is one of the number, and was built by Captain 
E. H. Paske, Deputy Commissioner of the district, on plans furnished 
by Government,

WE have engraved, on page 212, two sketches by our Artist in 
Japan, He writes from Yokohama, under date of June 14, as 
follows:—“ Her Majesty's ship Conqueror bas arrived, and the 500 
marines were disembarked on Tuesday, the 7th of June. They 
marched up to the bluff, shown in my sketch, and there pitched their 
tents. They are a splendid body of men, and created much sensation 
here.

The other Ilustration represents a couple of blind musicians per- 
forming for the amusement of a gentleman, who listens with evident 
pleasure to their soothing strains. Blindness is a frequent misfortune 
among the Japanese ; and an institution called the Feki-Sado, a sort of 
guild of blind men, has been formed to enable them to procure employ- 
ment and livelihood. The original founder of this guild was a famous 
general of the Feki party, in the old civil wars between the Feki and 
the Gendzi. This hero, by name Kakekiko, is represented in a Japanese 
dramatic poem as having been made prisoner by his rival Joritimo, 
who treated him so generously that Kakekiko, on being released, 
voluntarily plucked out both his eyes to prevent his ever being called 
upon to fight with Joritimo again. The blind warrior, according to 
this story, then learnt to play on the byiwa, or lute, and so began the 
society of blind musicians, who form, almost exclusively, the

Given, general peace and prosperity, the 
silence of political chieftains, the absence of remarkable crimes 
or casualties, and fair average weather, and the public writer is 
in the condition the view of which was said to excite pleasure 
in the gods—that of “ a good man struggling with difficulties.”

The 
dulness of the papers at this time is the subject of the 
universal and ungrateful complaint of readers. 

Perhaps there has not often been a more stagnant week than 
that which is now closing. Upon what incident of the last 
six days would the public endure much discussion? Lord 
Palmerston has visited his constituents at Tivertdh, and has 
made a couple of pleasant speeches—one short, the other 
longer—and has preached on the text that we are all very 
happy and comfortable, and ought to rest and be thankful. 
Well, there are two cz three ways of “improving” that subject. 
Lord Palmersten is about eighty years of age, and one could 
dwell through a few paragraphs in complimentary congratu- 
lation upon the mental and bodily vigour which enables an 
aged nobleman to acquit himself with the gaiety of a candidate 
for public favour. Lord Palmerston took office in 1809, when 
he became Secretary at War. There is a hint for another 
form of treatment, and one might advert to the many 
great things which he has witnessed, including the fall 
of Napoleon and the restoration of his dynasty, the emanci- 
pation of Roman Catholics and Jews, the Reform Act, and 
the Indian and Crimean Wars. Lastly, Lord Palmerston is the 
head of a Liberal Government, which promised a new Reform 
Act ; and a third method of dealing with the theme is the point- 
ing out that publicopinion has been too strong forthe Ministry, 
and that the Premier is obliged to admit that at present there 
would be no justification for an attempt to agitate in favour of 
innovations. But would the public be in the least grateful for 
any of these three essays, or for all of them; and would not 
the journal be thrown down with the eternal complaint, “ How 
dull the papers are!” 

Of course there are topics; the world goes round (if the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy will permit us to say so, in deference 
to the prejudices of the believers in Newton), and people 
marry, and go to law, and fight, and write foolish letters to 
newspapers. But if a journalist addresses himself to general 
themes he is regarded as prosy ; and if he dilates on minor 
incidents he is derided as twaddling. Shall we state once 
more that nothing decisive has occurred in the American war, 
and shall we again deplore the fratricidal contest, and express 
our sincere wish that some terms of accommodation could be 
arranged? A promising topic for a writer who would be read. 
Shall we note that the King of Prussia is on a visit to Vienna, 
and say that, however the Sovereigns who have united in an 
act of brutal injustice may feast and flatter one another, the 
mind of Europe has recorded that act as one of which Nemesis 
keeps an account. Suppose it said—what next? Shall 
we note that the King of Burmah is understood to be making 
preparations for a war with the English, and has resolved to 
avenge the disasters of 1825 and 1852, This is more stirring 
news ; butthen we are not quite sure about it, and Burmah is a 
long way off, and people would prefer not to attend to the sub- 
ject until hostilities shall have commenced. Shall we lament 
that a barbarous Turk is going to sweep away the venerable 
ruins of Troy in order to build houses in Pera, and that Sir 
Henry Bulwer does not seem to be inclined to interfere in the 
interest of poetry and romance. The subject is very interesting 
to the scholar and the traveller, but does the general public 
know or care whether Troy was in Europe or Asia? Clearly, 
there is no foreign topic that will just now lay hold of the 
world’s ear. 

Is there anything domestic? The Bishop of Oxford has, in 
a manner, declared himself upon the great and important 
question of the inspiration of the Scriptures, and, though he 
has carefully guarded and qualified his language, it is manifest 
that he is with the new and not the old school of theologians. 
We might dwell upon this and examine his Lordship’s dis- 
tinctions ; but a great number of persons would not read a line 
on the subject, and a great number more would say that it is 
We 
might deny that there is any subject which should not be within 


a subject which should not be debated in a newspaper. 


the purview of the journalist ; but would the argument be accept- 
able at this period of the year? We trow not. Then we could 
observe that the Welsh are holding their Eisteddfod at Lian- 
dudno, and two courses would be open tous. We could take the 
Welsh view of the case, and rejoice that efforts were made to 
preserve an old language which, if no books of much value 
are written in it, is connected with mnch interesting fable and 


romance. Or we might take the English view, and deride the 





folly of upholding a useless language, without a decent litera- 





ture; and we might appeal to the declaration of Welsh 
members of Parliament, that the obstinate adherence to the 
old tongue is the great hindrance to the civilisation of Wales. 
Truly, the topic is not exciting. However, we might manage 
to say something about the intended visit of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales to Denmark, and to the intention which cer- 
tainly existed of letting them be escorted by the Channel Fleet, 
an intention which has been wisely given up. Did we write 
wisely? There is certainly acue for an article. It would have been 
a splendid sight to see the heir of England and his bride under 
the care of our sea-monsters, and it would have gratified 
Denmark to behold the mighty force of the nation to whose 
care she has given the daughter of her King. That is one way 
of looking at it; but there is another. How ridiculous would 
it have been for England to bring out her ships when the war 
had ended, and they could be of no use except to excite the 
jeers of the Continent, and to wound the feelings of Denmark, 
by a parade of the power which we might have exerted in her 
favour but would not. Something might have been made of 
this, only people are weary of the Danish question. 

But, if the gods were pleased to see a good man in dif- 
ficulties, it must have been because, in the hour of his extreme 
need, he would ask help and receive it, if only in the shape of 
good advice, such as Alcides gave to the carter, A topic has 
arisen, and it will be welcomed. A Federal frigate has made 
capture of a vessel from an English port, and said to be under 
the English flag. The Georgia has been taken by the Niagara. 
The former was once a Confederate vessel and wrought wild 
work with Federal commerce, but she has been sold to 
an Englishman, and he has had her chartered by the Portuguese, 
or 80 it is stated. Had the Niagara a right toseize her? Was 
her old character done away? Had she become an English 
ship? Will Earl Russell demand explanations? If she is not 
given up, shall we go to war with the North, récognise the South, 
and rush into the affray out of which we have kept so long? 
The future will decide all these questions; our present duty 
is to “ write and be thankful” for a new topic in this dreary 
season,

On Sunday week the Prince and Princess, the Duke of Cambridge, 
amd Princess Mary attended Divine service in the parish church of 
Crathie. The Rev. W. Anderson officiated. In the afternoon their 
Royal Highnesses had a picnic at the riverside below the Corbyhall 
Garden. 

On Monday week the Prince, accompanied by the Duke of Cambridge 
and Lord Hamilton, and attended by Major Teesdale and Colonel 
Curzon, went to the moors and made good bags. The Prince shot 
twenty-five brace ; the Duke of Cambridge, thirty-three; and Lord 
Hamilton and Colonel Curzon, who shot in company, bagged sixty- 
eight brace, two snipes, and one hare. 

On Tuesday week the Prince and Princess, accompanied by 
Princess Mary and attended by their suite, went to Loch Muick 
to fish, returning in the evening by Birkhall. The Duke of Cambridge 
left the castle on a visit to the Earl of Dalhousie at Brechin Castle. 

On Wednesday week the Prince and Princess drove round the 
neighbourhood of Abergeldie. 

On Thureday week the Prince went out deerstalking in the Glen of 
Gelden, above Balmoral, and was successful in bringing down two 
very fine stags. Lord Hamilton and Major Teesdale went grouse- 
shooting and had excellent sport, bagging fifty-five brace, four 
brace of hares, and a snipe. The Princess, accompanied by Princess 
Mary, drove to the Falls of Guarawalt, by Balmoral, took luncheon at 
the falla, and drove thence round by Invercauld, returning to the 
castle by the road north of the River Dee. In the evening the deer 
were exhibited to their Royal Highnesses by torchlight, Peter 
Robertson playing the pipes. A dance on the green sward followed, 
the Prince, Lord Hamilton, Major Teesdale, and others joining. His 
Royal Highness wore the kilt. 

Yesterday week the Prince and Princess rode in the vicinity of 
Abergeldie. In the evening their Royal Highnesses gavea ball. Among 
the company present were Colonel Farquharson of Invercauld, 
Lieutenant Phipps and the Hon. Albert Phipps, Dr. Robertson, Mr. 
J. Begg of Lochnagar, and many of the tenantry on the estates of 
Balmoral and Abergeldie. Peter Robertson having opened the ball 
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with a spring on the pipes, dancing was kept up with strathspey, reel, 
country dance, and jigs until a late hour, the Prince and Princess 
and Princess Mary joining heartily in the amusements. His Royal 
Highness mingled freely among the company, and danced frequently 
with his servants, choosing his partners from amongst them. The 
whole proceedings went off with spirit. 

On Saturday the Prince, accompanied by Lord Hamilton and Major 
Teesdale, had the woods of Abergeldie “beat” for deer, when Major 
Teesdale killed astag. The weather was very rough, with heavy 
falls of rain. The Princess and Princess Mary of Cambridge drove 
up to Mr. Symon’s, Princess Mary making numerous purchases in 
scarfs, &c, 

It is stated that the Prince and Princess will stay in the Highlands 
till about the 10th of September. 


THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS LOUIS OF HESSE.

Stephen, the chief engineer; Mr. J. Clarkson, assistant surgeon, and 
the other commissioned officers, petty officers, seamen, and marines of H.M.S, 
Orpheus, wrecked on Manukau Bar, New Zealand, a year and a half ago. The 
sculptors are Mesers. Huxley and Parker, of Melbourne. 


A Crystal Palace has been opened at Amsterdam with great 
solemnity, in the presence of inhabitants from all parts of Holland, The 
model of Sir Joseph Paxton’s structure of 1851 has been adopted with much 
success, and the structure offers a remarkable contrast to most of the public 
and private buildings in the capital. The patron of the undertaking, Prince 
Frederick, uncle of the King, presided at the ceremony, and replied in @ most 
gratifying manner to an address from the projector, Dr. Sarpathi, whom the 
Prince decorated with the Order of the Lion of the Netherlands, 


The Government emigration-ship Tarquin sailed from 
Plymouth on Saturday last for Adelaide, South Australia, with 274 Govern- 
ment emigrants, consisting of 62 married people, 107 single men, 49 single 
women, 22 boys and 23 girls between one and twelve years of age, and 11 
infante, under the care of Mr. W. H. Pearse, M.D., surgeon-superintendent, 
assisted by Mrs. Jessie Skewing, matron, and Mr. James Fletcher, school- 
master.——The Strathmore, which sailed from Gravesend on the 15th of 
March last, arrived at Fremantle, Western Australia, on the 13th of June, 
with nincty-one Government emigrants, Three births and one death (an infant) 
took place on the passage. 


Dr. Von Hahn, Austrian Consul at Athens, according to 
reports from Vienna, has been recently engaged on a series of excavations in 
the Balidagh, suppored to be the spot where Troy stood. He was assisted by 
a band of thirty-six labourers in this work, and is announced to have suc- 
ceeded in laying bare the Acropolis in its entire extent. The surface consists 
of masonry of the Cyclopean character, common in the earliest edifices dis- 
covered in the countries inhabited by the ancient Greeks, No sculpture of 
any kind has yet been found, but numerous Hellenic coins, lamps, fragments 
of clay figures, &c., have been met with. The remains of the Acropolis lay 
embedded under a layer of vegetable soil 13 ft. in depth. 


On Thursday a marriage of considerable interest took place 
at the Church of St. James, Piccadilly. The bridegroom, Lieutenant Samuel 
Wylde Hardinge, was an officer in the United States navy, holding the 
rank of Lieutenant on board the American war-steamer Connactuca, The 
Jady was the danghter of General Boyd, of the army of the Southern States, 
who lately died in prison, having been made prisoner by the Federals. Her 
father, General Boyd, who possessed vast estates in the territory of Virginia, 
early cmbraced the cause of Southern independence, and was soon intrasted 
with a command, obtaining the rank of General. His daughter, 
the bride, enthusiastically embraced the same cause, followed her 
father to the field, and accompanied him throughout his campaign 
with the celebrated Stonewall Jackson, and on two occasions led on 
the troops to battle; she was, however, in a skirmish, captured and 
made prisoner, and conveyed to Washington, where she was imprisoned, 
Here she remained thirteen months, when she was exchanged for General 
Cochrane, who had been made prisoner by the Confederates, On her return 
to the South, she went on board the Greyhound, Confederate steamer, which 
was captured by the Federal steamer Connactuca while running the blockade, 
Licutenant Hardinge was sent on board the Greyhound as prize-master, with 
his young heroine as a prisoner, The result was that they mutually became 
enamoured, and escaped together from the ship, and found their way to this 
country, the bride having succeeded in withdrawing her lover from his alle- 
gience to the United States flag, and enlisted his sympathies and support for 
the South, 











CHURCH AND UNIVERSITIES. 





The Convocation of the province of Canterbury was prorogu2d 
on Thursday week to Oct, 14. 


The Rev. F. B. Falkner, M.A., Head Master of the Brackley 
Grammar School, has been appointed to the head mastership of the Grammor 
School of Appleby Magna, Leicestershire. 


The Bishop of Peterborough completed his first confirmation 
tour at his Cathedral Church on Thursday week. In the course of his tour 
the Bishop admitted about 7000 young persons. 


The church of St. Bartholomew the Great, situated in West 
Smithfield, and the oldest beyond all question in the city of London, having 
been erected nearly 750 years ago, is about to be restored to its primitive 
grandeur at the cost of a large sum of money. 


The Preston Guardian states that the Rev. 8. J. C. Adamson, 
late Incumbent of Padiham, has offered to give £1009 towards the erection of 
four churches, one to be built in each of the following places :—Padiham, 
Symonstone, Hapton, and Higham. 


On the 11th inst. the Bishop of Winchester re-consecrated 
the church of Wootton St. Lawrence, Basingstoke, which has been rebuilt 
(the old materials being preserved as much as possible) and a new aisle added. 


Maxey Church, Northamptonshire, was reopened for Divine 
service by the Bishop of Peterborough on Thursday week. The Rev. C. 


Cookson, Vicar of Maxey, and family, subscribed upwards of £200 towards the 
amount required, 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has intimated his intention of 
holding the primary visitation of his diocese according to the following 
arrangement :—Oct. 11, 12, and 13, at Canterbury ; Oct. 14, Dover; Oct. 15, 
Ashford ; Oct. 17, Sittingbourne ; Oct, 18, Maidstone; Oct. 19, Tunbridge ; 
Oct. 20, Sevenoaks, 


The annual meeting of the Aberdeen Diocesan Synod took 
place in St. Andrew's Church, The abstract of statistical schedules gave the 
number of souls in connection with the Church in Aberdeen diccese as 8947, 
and the number of communicants, 4651. The Synod was adjourned till 
September, 1865. 


On Thursday week a new church was consecrated in the 
large parish of Chesham, in the archdeaconry of Buckingham, by the Bishop 
of Oxford. This new church, called Christ Church, has been erected in a 
populous suburb of the town called Waterside, and is designed as a chapel-of- 
ease to the mother church, 


On Sunday morning the Archbishop of Canterbury held 
confirmations in the chapel of Maidstone prison. After the usual morning 
service at the men’s chapel, which was read by the chaplain, his Grace 
delivered a plain, affectionate charge, addreased chiefly to those about to be 
confirmed, and at its close to the prisoners generally. The number of men 
confirmed was thirty-one. After.a short interval his Grace proceeded to the 
women’s chapel, and confirmed nineteen of the female prisoners, To them 
also he delivered a touching address, 


The Bishop of Guiana, acting for the Bishop of London, has 
recently concluded a series of confirmations in the Rhenish provinces. His 
Lordship visited the principal towns in which there is an English church, and 
in each of them a considerable number of young persons were confirmed. At 
Frankfort, where the Bishop's tour terminated, the sacred rite was administered 
with marked solemnity. Previous to the confirmation, choral service was sung 
by an efficient choir, which has been formed in connection with the church, 
‘The candidates were presented singly to the Bishop, and, after the laying on 
of hands, his Lordship delivered a most impressive address, the newly con- 
firmed standing in order around him, A large congregation of Germans as 
well as of English were present.

J. H. T. Blunt—a purse of £28 10s, by the congre- 
gation, on his resigning the curacy of the parish church of Preston; also a 
handsome timepiece from the teachers and acholars of the parish school.

THE BIsHop OF OXFORD ON INSPIRATION.—The Rector of 
St. Aldgate’s, Oxford, the Rev. A. M. W. Christopher, has addressed a com- 
munication to a contemporary, requesting publicity for the letter written to 
him by the Bishop of Oxford,on the 17th inst., on the subject of inspiration, as 
inaccurate reports of the Bishop's views have been published and “ extensively 
nsed against the great truth that ‘all scripture is given by inspiration of 
God,’”’ The following is the letter alluded to :— 

“ Near Chesham, Aug. 17. 

“ My dear Mr. Christopher,— Many thanks for your very kind letter. I had 
not seen cither of the newspaper extracts you send me, but if I had I should 
not bave answered them, It is a hopeless endeavour to set oneself right by 
answering anything, andif you reply to one you naust to all. I therefore 
leave matters to right themselves, It is quite a different matter replying to 
you, and I do it with the greatest pleasure. 

* I eaid nothing of the sort attributed to me in these extracts. Perhaps the 
subject was too abstruse to be treated so briefly, and this has led to mis- 
apprehension, In brief, my belief is this:—The whole Bible comes to us as 
‘the Word of God,’ under the sanction of God the Holy Ghost. We cannot 
pick and choose amidst ita contents, All is God's Word to us. But as I 
believe that this, which I hold as the only orthodox view, is encompassed with 
many difficulties by what is called the theory of ‘verbal inspiration,’ I 
desired to show how, in my judgment, a careful scrutiny of the Bible 
which revealed the ‘divers manners’ in which the Holy Ghost spake ~ 
1, sometimes by the mere mechanical use of the human agent who 
conveyed the message; as when (1) God wrote words on the first 
tables, or (2) dictated them on the second, or (3) committed them 
to prophets simply to repeat, or (4) spake through the prophets in 
rhapeody ; sometimes by possessing the human instrument with a complete 
knowledge of that he was to speak, and leaving him to express it under the 
mere suggestion and guardianship of His own special presence, according to 
the natural use of the human faculties :—I desired, I say, to show how this 
would greatly lessen these difficulties ; and enable men to realise the essential 
difference between Holy Scripture and any other books—namely, that, as all 
truth comes from God, other books may be in a sense said to be inspired 
becanse they are true; but Holy Scripture alone can be affirmed to be true 
because it is inspired.

Its exports 
amounted to £2,738,226, and its imports to £2,062,444, The revenue of the 
colony is expected to realise this year £672,000, 


A meeting of citizens was held in the Council Chamber, 
Bristol, on Monday, to consider what arrangements should be made for 
entertaining the members of the British Association who would visit the 
city on the 22nd proximo. The Mayor presided. On the motion of Mr. W. 
Sanders, seconded by Mr. Commissioner Hill, it was resolved, “That the 
meeting had heard with much pleasure the intention of some of the leading 
members of the British Association to visit Bristol on the 22nd of September, 
and is desirous of giving them a cordial reception, and of offering to them 
suitable hospitality.” A committee, with power to add to their number, was 
appointed, to make the necessary arrangements for the reception and enter- 
tainment of the members. .The Rev. J. W. Caldicott was appointed 
secretary. 


REGENERATION OF BoneE.—M. Sedillot has reported to the 
Paris Academy of Sciences the result of various operations on bones by 
longitudinal resection, the object of which was the leaving intact an osseous 
periosteic surface capable of preserving to the limb its length, without 
destroying the more important muscular insertions, and also capable of fur- 
nishing, for the regeneration of the bone, the elements of a complete re- 
parative activity, by means of the osteo-plastic transformation of the plasmatic 
cellules of the periosteum and of the expelled osseous layer. In an operation 
upon a dog, between ten and twelve years old, and in whom a sub-periosteic 
resection of three centimetres had,completely failed, not the slightest trace of 
ossification having appeared, and In which the removed bone had been replaced 
by a simple ligamentous cord, M. Sediliot found that, after the half of the 
thickness of the humeral diaphysis had been succossfally removed by 
longitudinal resection, the bone was regularly and totally regenerated. He 








NATIONAL SPORTS. 


Oxrorp and Dover concluded the racing of last week. The former 
meeting can never hope to rise above sorry mediocrity while proctordom 
is all-powerful, for to that influence it is owing that the vacation is 
selected for the celebration of the chief of our national sports at the 
classic city. Of Dover nothing disparaging can be said, except that 
every attempt to expand it into a two days’ meeting has hitherto been 
a failure. ‘The racing. per se, was the veriest plating ; but the numer- 
rous attendance of spectators who graced the temporary stand and 
lined the course wherever “coign of ’vantage” could be found was at 
least cheering to the hearts of the promoters of the meeting. Such a 
famous garrison town, with the popular Premier and Lord,Warden at 
the head of the list of stewards, and a course capable of vast improve- 
ment, there is no reason why something very respectable should not be 
accomplished in the way of one good day's sport, at least. 

The York August meeting commenced on Tuesday with a furore 
quite unknown for years. Many who had determined that their last 
visit to old Ebor should be the last were induced to break their dry 
vows, and applied the self-satisfying unction that it was only “just to 
see Blair Athol and the General meet.” The ground was so hard on 
Tuesday that Lord Glasgow declared he would not risk his Leger 
crack over the Knavesmire, and that, unless rain fell, sufficient to 
make good “ going,” General Peel should return to Whitewall. 

A more brilliant and fashionable assemblage never filled the Grand; 
for filled it was to overflowing, and the wonder was that, while the 
Continent has been invaded by the annual host of tourists, and every 
peak, moor, forest, lake, river, and valley in the Highlands owns the 
temporary sway and presence of sportsmen and _pleasure-seckers, 
there could be such a gathering of England’s best blood in one spot. 
The Zetland Stakes afforded proof of the absence of form in Little 
Stag, when, at a difference of 12 lb. for the year, a mare like Marigold 
could cut him down as she did. 

Lord Glasgow’s Clarior ran away from The Plover and Blue Mantle 
with the Burgundy, and Lord Westmoreland carried off the only 
other handicap of the day, the Chesterfield, with Echo, an American 
bred one bought by his Lordship of Mr. Ten Broeck in the spring. 
Thus, the three first events of the meeting fell to the peerage. 
Olmar, backed during the early spring at long shots for the Derby, 
won the Convivial ; but his chance for the “ Blue Ribbon” will not 
be greatly enhanced thereby, considering that Gontran gave him 8lb. 
and ran him to a neck. The Black Duck Stakes of £1300 fell to Lord 
Glasgow's filly, by Toxophilite from Physalis, making thesecond victory 
for the white and crimson. The scratching of Caller Ou for the Great 
Ebor Handicap, though not unlooked for, was not the less annoying 
to her admirers. When will certain stables cease from troubling con- 
fiding backers, and the fleeced ones win some bets? Raglan’s victory 
will doubtless be a rare turn-up for the gentlemen backers who were 
on him to a man, their chief regret being that they could not find 
layers enough. 

Some valuable blood stock belonging to Mr. Gulliver, at Swalcliffe 
Stud Farm, was destroyed by lightning on Sunday last. The storm, 
which was the most awful ever remembered in the district, burst 
about six in the morning—the whole of the thorough-bred stock being 
grazing in a paddock near the house at the time. Two very fine colt 
foals and one filly foal were killed on the spot, and a valuable brood 
mare was so dreadfully injured that in pity she had to be destroyed. 
Redemption, another fine brood mare, was struck by the electric fluid, 
and had her leg broken. Prompt measures were taken for setting the 
limb, and with care it is hoped she mayrecover. A good-looking colt 
foal at her foot and sixteen other brood mares escaped without injury. 
The loss is estimated at over £2000.

THE GREY HOSPITAL, 
KING WILLIAM'S TOWN 
BRITISH KAFFRARIA, 

WE present a View of the build- 

ing which has been erected after 

the designs of Mr. W. Pilkington, 
the architect, for this useful insti- 
tution, which was founded some 
years ago by Sir George Grey, the 
present Governor of New Zealand, 
who at that time was Governor of 
the Cape. Until 1856 the province 
of British Kaffraria was entirely 
destitute of hospital accommoda- 
tion for either civilians or natives, 
and there was no medical prac- 
titioner within eighty miles of 

King William’s Town. There was 

a large native population, amongst 

whom a class of native doctors 

were practising, who exercised a 

very pernicious moral influence; 

for they taught the people that 
sickness was the result of witch- 
craft, and that they alone were 
able to cure the sick. The people 
implicitly believed in their power, 
and whenever any person was 
afflicted by sickness the witch- 
doctor was sent for to smell out 
the individual who had bewitched 
the patient. This procedure gene- 
rally ended in the torture and 
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death, by fire or by stinging ants, of the person suspected, who 
in any case was stripped of all his cattle and property. The 
sick, whether suffering from fevers, or dysentery, or inflammation 
of the lungs, were generally covered over with cowdung; while the 


doctor professed, by virtue of his supernatural authority, combined | 


with suction, to extract the poisoned matter from the interior of the 
body. Sometimes the doctor would exultingly er: a lizard, a 
viece of stick, or a stone, as the successful result of this operation. 


ere were, however, a few of these Kaffir doctors who treated | 


disease by the administration of such medicinal herbs as experience 
had pointed out to be good; but as to the true nature of disease 
and its treatment they were in ignorance. From amongst these 
false doctors false prophets frequently arose, disturbing the peace 
of the country and inciting the people to war. d 
had its witch doctor, who professed to be able to bewitch the 
enemy, and to impart to the Kaffirs strength enough to drive the 
Europeans out of their land. As a measure of policy, no less 
than for the sake of humanity, it was therefore resolved by the 
Governor to establish a system of medical relief which should com- 
pete with the witch-doctor’s trade. The plan adopted was first to 
create one central hospital, in which native surgeons might be 


educated, and then toemploy them as district medical officers, in small 


hospitals or dispensaries to be formed in various localities, giving them 
permission at the same time to earn money by private practice 
among their own people. We are informed by Mr. 8. D. Mandy, a 
gentleman lately returned from South Africa, who has obliged us 
with this communication, that the hospital at King William’s Town, 
since the date of its establishment, has been attended by more than 
thirty thousand patients. There are two native students in the hos- 
pital at present, who were educated at Lovedale Seminary, under the 
Rev. Mr. Govan. They have passed the preliminary examination 
in general knowledge required by the College of Surgeons, and 
have made considerable progress in their medical studies. It is 
proposed to send them to London to complete their medical education. 
One is a Kaffir, the other a Fingo. The medical officers at present 
connected with the institution are Dr. Fitzgerald, the Superintendent 
of Native Hospitals; Dr. Egan, B.A., of Trinity College; and Mr. 
Daines, Member of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. The 
building shown in our [lustration is so planned as to allow each 
patient 1000 cubic feet of air, as recommended by the Royal College 
of Surgeons; the wards being 22 ft. square, with domed or pitched 
ceilings 25 ft. high. Besides a fireplace and two windows in each 
ward, there is an opening 4ft. square at the top of the ceiling, sur- 
mounted by a ventilating apparatus; while fresh air is admitted 
through tubes from without, terminating in zinc boxes with perforated 
plates over them, in the centre of the floor.

The Ordnance Select Committee have, it is stated, reported 
most favourably on the merits of “ Big Will,” the Armstrong 600-pounder ; 
and the War Office authorities have decided to order four more of those guns 
for delivery this year. 


Major-General Sir Robert Walpole, K.C.B., commanding the 
forces in the Chatham district, held his first review of the troops comprising 
the garrison, last Saturday, on Chatham Great Lines, where the troops 
were drawn up at three o'clock. The force on the ground included the Royal 
Engineers, the Royal Marines Light Infantry, and three battalions of infantry 
of the Line. The movements incidental to a field-day were continued for 
about two hours, when they were abruptly put an end to by the rain, and the 
forces marched off the ground. 


From a return just issued by the Admiralty the public may 
be able to form some ideas of the cost incurred by the nation in the con- 
struction of the new iron-plated ships. The Royal Sovereign, as the first 
converted on Captain Coles’ system, naturally attracts attention in the first 
place. The cost of the conversion of this ship from her former condition of a 
wooden three-decker to that in which she now is has been £120,764; but the 
amount proposed to be expended for the additional teak girdling which is to be 
fitted on is not stated. The Achilles has cost £381,025; the Black Prince, 
built by contract, £330,114; the Hector, £256,369; the Minotaur, £352,075 ; 
the Prince Consort, £211,083; and the Royal Oak, £215,368. Mr. Reed's two 
ships also figure in these lists—the Research for £63,775, and the Enterprise 
fer £59,079. Ifthe public could be satisfied of the excellence of the plan, no 
doubt can be expressed of its cheapness. The total amounts expended in the 
year ending March 31, 1864, were—on ships and vessels building in the Royal 
dockyards, £1,117,713 ; om those building by contract or purchased, £2,088,499 ; 
on ships commenced as wooden ships and converted while on the stocks, 
£1,332,982. The Royal Sovereign and the Constance figure in separate tables— 
the first as a wooden ship converted into an iron-cased cupola-ship; and the 
second as a sailing-ship converted into a screw-steamer at a cost of £78,366. 
The grand total of the amounts expended, therefore, during the year ending 
March 31, 1864, is £4,744,324.

The Ist corps of the Administrative Brigade of Kent Artillery

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THE COTTON-MILLS, THE WORKPEOPLE, AND THE 
RAW MATERIAL. 


THE cotton famine may be said to have terminated in August, 1863, 
not that every one then fell into work, and the mills were opened, and 
the relief committees stopped payment, but the stocks of manufactured 
goods were then exhausted, and demand began again to make itself 
actively felt. During all last autumn and winter manufacturers could 
obtain orders for goods, and the cotton supply of this year has quite 
equaled® the anticipations formed of it. 

The fact that former stocks were absolutely exhausted implies a 
state of things not generally credited. To replace this stock in hand, 
both here and abroad, would require, according to the best authorities, 
the full-time co-operation of every mill in Lancashire for the next 
two years. Of late, every dealer in cotton goods has run upon the 
old stock. These old stocks are larger than may be supposed. No 
thrifty matron, high or low, is proof against a bargain in calico. 
It’s no ill store ; sooner or later it will be wanted for under-clothing ; 
may never be so cheap again:—such is the argument which 
commends the purchase. ‘The retail dealer, be he hawker or shop- 
keeper, knowing the speculative character of his customers in this 
respect, never, on his part, objects to “go in for a job lot.” The 
wholeeale dealer is, of course, under the same influence; and if we 
suppose (which is not unnatural) that there is a tendency to buy in 
excess of immediate requirements on the part of customers abroad, 
it will be readily seen that the stock in hand may be quite as con- 
siderable as we suppose it to be. 

Abundant proofs are happily no longer wanting of the improved 
position of the cotton trade, We have always looked hopefully upon 
this question ; and when our leading daily contemporary looked upon 
the permanent loss of the cotton trade as an event certain to be 
recorded, we stated that the check would prove but a starting-point 
for a season of prolonged and unrivalled prosperity. 

The total receipts of raw cotton to June 30 this year amounted to 
397,260,416)b., against 239,033,9401b. in the corresponding six months 
of 1863, and 185,106,096 lb, in the corresponding six months of 1862. 
The imports in the first half of this year have more than doubled as 
compared with the corresponding half of 1862, while, on comparing 
1864 with 1863, we see an increase this year of no less than 
158,226,476lb. Assuming that this rate of increase continues for 
the remainder of the year, it would reach an aggregate of 
318,452,952 lb., and in that case—hypothetical of course, but not 
improbable—the total receipts for 1864 would amount to 986,036,216 lb, 
During the previous ten years no import of cotton exceeds that of 
1860—viz., 1,890,938,752 lb., so that we should be getting very near 
our best times again. 

In view of this very encouraging state of things, so great is the 
increased consumption that the expected fall in price does not take 
place. This continuance of high quotations will, however, prove of 
great advantage, because it will give confidence to cultivators all the 
world over, and lead, in consequence, to a very great extension 
of the production, whilst, if a sudden fall took ~ the efforts of man 
enterprising persons would be paralysed. t cannot be expected, 
however, that, making allowances for exports of raw cotton and all 
other contingencies tending to reduce the quantity, inasmuch as the 
increase in the supply of cotton for home consumption upon the quantit 
es in 1263 will be 300,000,000 Ib., that prices will be maintained, 

oked at from another quarter, there is not a little in the present 
aspect of affairs to cause alarm. In 1860, when the largest quantit 
of cotton was brought in, the price was 7d. It then ran up to 14d, 
in 1862, and to 21d. in 1863, The average for the first five months 
of this year has been 22’81d, per lb. ; and it is a fact that the average 
for the first five exceeds the average for the first three months. If 
we are reaching, therefore, to the imports of 1860, with cotton at 
more than three times what it then was, think of the enormous sum 
being abeorbed for its purchase! Judging by the state of the account 
to May 31, adduced by a correspondent of the Manchester Examiner, 
‘we are rolling on to the expenditure of about £80,000,000 this year for 
raw cotton. Here is another reason why the drop in price should not be 
sudden. From this frightful elevation we must be let down gently— 
else there will be bones broken, and necks, too. The desire was that 
this fall in price might be brought about while the cotton was in the 
hands of the producers, and not here; but now, it seems, we are in 
for it. 

The demand for the manufactured — has set in with great 
animation from the Hanse Towns, Holland, Turkey, British India, 
Egypt, Brazil, China, the Austrian territories, the west coast of Africa, 
Mexico, Gibraltar, Malta, and Australia; so that, although we hear 
something of distress in certain towns, we may rest assured that the 
mills will soon absorb all the able-bodied operatives, Considerable 
doubt, inJeed, may be entertained as to whether there would be 
sufficient hands to be found to work the old mills, and the new ones 
which have been built while labour was cheap and money idle. 
‘These new buildings are very numerous; they are raised in 
proof of the strong faith in the good time coming, and will, 
with the old mills, which are mostly newly fitted and popens to 
accommodate more hands, demand a greater population than will be 
now found in the cotton districts. No doubt the working element has 
been much reduced. Yorkshire and other parts of the country have 
absorbed a large number of those who, being without families, could 
quit their houses or lodgings with comparative freedom, and a con- 
siderable number have yielded to the desire to touch a foreign shore, 
Had any great deportation of the workpeople occurred, and it was 
demanded by persons who suspected the good feeling of the operatives, 
a heavy blow would have been struck at the cotton trade. The 
manufacturers may, a8 Mr. Arnold supposes in his admirable “ History 
of the Cotton Famine,” have shown less regard for the man than for 
his labour, but they were certainly right in opposing any scheme 
for emigration on a large scale. ‘The event has shown that they 
were, Great difficulty is already experienced in meeting with work- 
people of certain classes. ‘Those workmen who have gone have been 
of the best class, and it will take time to train others to fill their 
places. The difficulty experienced may also be traced to a certain 
amount of demoralisation, which must be confessed. Many who have 
been living upon public bounty are yet little inclined to earn their 
own bread, 

On the whole, however, nothing can exceed the joy with which the 
veople have welcomed the bales of cotton to their several mills. 
Bort, Sea Island, and Egyptian, in their staggering progress, on low 
lurries, through the Lancashire streeta, have been received with the 
most spirited ovations. Prayers, invocations, and hymns of praise have 
been offered up as loads of the life-giving material have made their 
way along. Hearty huzzas have rent the air, and frantic women have 
sprung upon the bales, torn them open, held the cotton in their 
hands, and rapturously kissed the fluffy liberator, One of many 
occurrences of this kind is reported from Glossop. Messrs. Lee’s large 
mill there was recently reopened. The people proceeded with the 
lurries to the railway to welcome the first arrival of cotton. The loads 
were packed—men, women, and children grouped themselves upon the 
bales, bearing banners—the crowd formed a procession—and, as the 
cotton was being hauled up by the crane, the multitude joined in 
singing, “ Praise God, from whom all blessings flow” and “ Hard 
i mes, come again no more |” 

And now for a word respecting the present condition of the work- 
pore. At the meeting of the Central Relief Committee, held on 

onday week, Mr. Maclure reported the balance in hand to be 
£129,430, small sums still continuing to dribble in to swell the grand 
total. The grants to the local relief committees are weekly diminish- 
ing, and the committees themselves are fast becoming merely facts of 
a bygone time. The average percentage of pauperism on the population 
of the twenty-seven unions administered to, on the 6th inst., was 3°9 ; 
in the corresponding week of 1861 it was 2°4 ; and in the corresponding 
week of 1863 it was 7°4, The decrease in the relief needed by able- 
bodied men is very notable, while, as may be supposed, since January 
the people in full work have increased from 210,739 to 292,448, and 
those out of work have decreased from 158,655 to 101,568. The average 
pressure on the rates being now only double that of 1861, which was 
admitted to be the most prosperous year ever known in Lancashire, it 
was considered that something should be done to prepare the whole 
of the cotton districts for the cessation of aid from the Central Com- 
mittee. That body consequently resolved “ that the grants of this 
committee will in future be confined to the relief of persons not 
receiving parochial aid in all unions where the pauperism does not 
exceed five per cent upon the population,” 





The operation of the Public Works Act—which reflects such credit on 
Mr. Villiers, who suggested it, and Mr. Rawlinson, C.E., with his Assist- 
ant Commissioner, Mr. Arnold, who have advised and superintended 
the work—has been highly beneficial. To the 5th of July last the total 
amount of loans oieel is £1,499,883, The instalments advanced to the 
local authorities in respect of 126 loans amounted £426,059. There are 
few townships that have not undertaken public works under this Act. 
The little rural townships have borrowed money, drained their streets, 
and kept their poor off the rates during the winter. The expenditure 
in reference to public works by boards of guardians has been most 
satisfactory. Except in scarce instances, the landowners have given 
the land required for widening, &c., the parish roads. In most cases 
the guardians’ expenditure in unskilled labour has amounted to 75 
per cent of the loans. Mr. Rawlinson, taking a less sanguine view of 
the speedy employment of the hands than that above adopted, thinks 
that it would be advisable to’extend the Act and to lend more money, 
so as to provide for a continuance of work should any check occur to 
the cotton trade, As a precautionary measure it would be well to 
do this, though it would be useless if increased borrowing powers 
were not granted to those corporate bodies who desired them. On the 
one side no investment could be safer, none of more national importance 
as effecting the health and character of the population, or of more 
local value as tending to relieve the reduced body of ratepayers of a 
crushing weight. It is far from improbable that a fall in the price of 
cotton may, for a time, check the flight of the shuttle, and throw a 
considerable number of the mill hands upon the rates again, and we 
shall then have reason to be thankful that such a provision has been 
made for a temporary relapse. The actual distress is now Lge | 
much confined to Preston, Ashton, and Glossop. As this subject wi 
merit a further notice as the winter approaches, minuter particulars 
respecting the state of the operatives may be left till then. 





SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


THE MUSCLES CONNECTED WITH THE HAIR AND FEATHERS 
have been studied by M. Seuffert, The number of these muscles found in 
the ekin of mammals which have hair varies in proportion with its quantity. 
The muscles of the piliferous follicles form elongated bands, springing from 
the surface of the derm, and inserted in the base of the follicles; and there 
always exists a relation between these muscles and the sebaceous follicles 
of the skin. These muscles also produce the movements which cause erection 
of the hair, These same muscles are spread over the skin of birds and 
exercise the same functions with feathers as they do with the hair of 
mammals, ‘The fibro-cellulesof these muscles, with their great ovoid nucleus, 
are united into large muscular bands, which form a system completely dis- 
tinct from the striated muscles placed under the skin. 


TERRESTRIAL MAGNETISM AND ELECTRICITY.—Father 
Secchi, of Rome, has recently communicated to the French Academy of 
Sciences a memoir on the currents of the earth and their relation to the 
phenomena of electricity and magnetism. (Comptes Rendus, Vol. 58, No. 26.) 
Our space will not suffice for an account of the experiments and calculations 
which led him to conclude that the variations of the currents of magnetised 
bars and of atmospheric electricity may be derived from the same principle 
in motion, that we should not confound this action with that of the heating 
action of the sun, but that we should rather be led to recognise in it a specics 
of daily electric flux and reflux, allied to the solar action, the energy of which, 
in this transformation, is manifested in a manner different from that of heat 
and light. The opinion put forth by M. De la Rive that the diverse varia- 
tions of the bars may be derived from atmospheric electricity seems thus to 
acquire great probability. 


Foss. Musk-Ox (OvIBn0S MOSCHATUS).—In the valley of 
the Oise, near Paris, Dr. Kug. Robert has found a portion of the skull of 
this animal—a most interesting discovery, which has been brought under the 
notice of the Academy of Sciences in a memoir by M, Lartet. Here is, then, 
an animal now retired to North America which formerly lived in quaternary 
Europe. We now know that the reindeer, yet more arctic in its migrations, 
at the same epoch flourished at the foot of the Pyrenees, and the same may be 
predicted of other animals now denizens of extreme northern countries, 
* How,” says M. Lartet, “ have such changes in the geographical distribution 
of these animals been effected ? Has it been by elective migration from their 
habitat ? or by the progressive invasion of man? or by the gradual reduction 
of species, condemned to extinction, as has been the case with the great cave 
bear, the elephant and rhinoceros of glacial times, the great Irish elk, &c.? 
These questions remain to be solved, and we are still led to repeat what 
Stephen Geoffroy St. Hilaire said thirty years ago, “‘ The time of true know- 
ledge in paleontology is not yet come!" 


PRESERVATION OF IRON-PLATED SHIPs, &C.—In reference 
to our notice of M. Becquerel's researches “On the Preservation of Copper 
and Iron in the Sea” (ILLUSTRATED LONDON News for July 30, p. 131), 
we have received a letter, stating that in 1858 the writer and Mr. Johnson, 
of Manchester, covered various pieces of iron plate with zinc, the latter 
being the twenticth, fortieth, eightieth, and one hundredth of the thickness 
of the iron ; and, after immersing them in the sea, found, at the expiration 
of one, two, and three months, that the zinc had exercised a remarkable pre- 
servative effect. They brought the matter under the notice of Mr. Robinson, 
a ehipbuilder, of Newcastle, but his illness prevented the prosecution of the 
matter, ‘They were afterwards induced to experiment with galvanised iron. 


Plates of iron three inches thick were attached with great care to pieces of 
oak’of the same surface, and immersed in soft and sea water; and similar 
plates of galvanised iron, similarly attached, were also immersed, By cor- 


rosion the pieces of wood and iron put in distilled water had lost 1°23 per cent, 
in eea-water 2°400 and 2°380, while the wood and galvanised iron in distilled 
water had lost only 0°100 and 0°125; in sea-water, only 0°95 and 0°90, Im- 
mersion for a longer period gave corresponding resulta, proving the great 
protecting action of zinc, both on behalf of wood and iron, especially against 
the injurious action of sea-water, The writer adds that it was ascertained 
in a most satisfactory manner that the zinc was not liable to be removed 
from the blocks of iron by intense friction. 


COLOURING MATTER OF EMERALDS.—At a recent meeting 
of the Academy of Sciences at Paris was read a letter on this subject from 
M. Wohiler to M, H, Ste.-Claire Deville, of which we give a summary :— 
Vanquelin, after having discovered the oxide of chrome in the emerald, 
attributed to it the green colour, In 1858 M. Lewy published his interesting 
researches on the geological position, formation, and composition of the eme- 
ralds in Muso, in New Granada, in which he concluded that the colour was 
due to an organic matter, the effect of which he proved by very exact experi- 
ments ; adding, that the green colour disappeared after the emeralds had been 
heated to rednese. M. Wohler states that he and M. G. Rose heated a frag- 
ment of these same emeralds to the temperature at which copper fuses, and 
found that the colour did not disappear; but the specimen became opaque, 
and lost 1,62 per cent of its weight, which very nearly agrees with the numbers 
given by M. Lewy. Upon analysis, the specimen gave 1°186 per cent of its 
weight of oxide of chrome. But M. Lewy does not think that so minute a 
quantity of chrome could give the stone so decided a green colour. To resolve 
this question, MM, Wihler and Rose fused together 7 grammes of colourless 
glass and 13 milligrammes of oxide of chrome, and obtained a transparent 
homogeneous glass, presenting a green colour identical with that of the eme- 
rald analysed, It therefore seemed to them to be proved that 13 parts of 
oxide of chrome were sufficient to communicate a deep green tint to 7000 parts 
of a silicate ; and they had no hesitation in admitting that the colour of the 
emerald is due to the oxide of chrome without requiring the presence of any 
organic matter whatever in the mineral. 


MICROSCOPICAL STRUCTURE OF METEORITES. — Mr. H. C, 
Sorby, eminent for his application of the principles of physics in explaining 
geological phenomena, and his study of the microscopical structure of crystals, 
has turned,his attention to the structure of meteorites. In his paper in the 
Proceedings of the Royal Society he says that, in the first place, it is im- 
portant to remark that the olivine of meteorites contains most excellent 
* glass cavities,” similar to those in the olivine of lavas, thus proving that 
the material was at one time in a state of igneous fusion. The olivine also 
contains “‘gas cavities,” like those so common in volcanic minerals, thus 
indicating the presence of some gas or vapour. To see these cavities dis- 
tinctly, a carefully-prepared thin section and a magnifying power of several 
hundreds are required. The vitreous substance found in the cavities is also 
to be met with outside and amongst the crystals, in such a manner as to 
show that it is the uncrystalline residue of the material in which they 
were formed, It is of a claret or brownish colour, and possesses 
the characteristic structure and optical properties of artificial glasses, 
Some isolated portions of moteorites have also a structure very similar 
to that of stony lavas, where the shape and mutual relations of the 
cryetals to each other proved that they were formed in situ on solidification. 
A structure is also found so remarkably like that of consolidated volcanic ashes 
as to be mistaken for it. It would appear that after the material of the 
metcorites was melted a considerable portion was broken up into small frag- 
ments, subsequently collected together, and more or less consolidated -by 
mechanical and chemical means, amongst which must be classed a segregation 
of iron, either in the metallic state or in combination with other substances, 
“There are,” says Mr. Sorby, “certain peculiarities in physical structure 
which connect meteorites with volcanic rocks, and, at the same time, others in 
which they differ most characteristically—facts which, I think, must be borne 
in mind not only in forming a conclusion as to the origin of meteorites but 
aleo in attempting to explain volcanic action in general.’ 


INTOXICATING EFFECTS OF ABSINTHE AND ToBACCO.—In a 
medical study addressed to absinthe-drinkers read at a recent meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences at Paria, M. E. Decaisne terminates his memoir by asserting 
that—1. In equal doses, and with the same degree of concentration as brandy, 
absinthe produces more injurious effects on the animal economy. 2. {t causes 
intoxication more rapidly, and its influence upon the nervous system resem bles 
more that of an acrid narcotic poison than that of intoxication by aloohol. 





Although one of the greatest dangers of absinthe exists in the adulterations 
to which it is liable, yet M. Decaisne asserts that even a moderate use of it in 
good quality is so injurions that its consumption ought to cease entirely. At the 
same meeting waa read a note from M. Gallavardin, descriptive of the intoxi- 
cating effects produced on various persons by the application of tobacco-leaves 
to the skin. n the case of a robust peasant, aged twenty-seven, subject to 
rheumatism, it produced headache, trembiing of the limbs, nausea, and vomit- 
ing, accelerated pulse, &c. Similar effects were produced by the powder of 
tobacco mixed with butter, by the juice, and by other forms of this narcotic 
applied to the skin.

They are oy birds, and 
omnivorous in their diet. The colour is partly black and partly a 
dingy white. The bill is usually about ten inches long. 

With respect to the galago, brought from South Africa by 
Mr. Henry Waghorn, surgeon to the Oxford, Durham, Cam- 
bridge, and Dublin Mission, we have received some further informa- 
tion since we published the engraving of that curious little animal a 
fortnight ago. It was procured by the Rev. Dr. Steer, D.D., who got 
it from a native on the banks of the Quilimane River. It never 
belonged to Dr. Livingstone, but was brought to England expressly 

for Professcr Rolleston, of 
Oxford, who has presented 
it to the Zoological Society. 
Mr. Waghorn _ believes, 
however, that it is common 
in the Zambesi country, 
though he never saw it in 
the woods on the Moohum- 
balla hills, near Shire, where 
he was stationed. It is 
met with in those of the 
Quar Quar and Quilimane. 
The natives, who call this 
animal Junga, will eat it 
when they can catch it, as 
they w at eat every other 
animal, not excepting 
hyenas, baboons, and mon- 
keys. The galago itself 
feeds on insects, oranges, 
guavas, or any acid fruits, 
but will thrive best with 
the addition of raw meat. 
During the voyage Mr. 
Waghorn fed it upon 
nothing but meat and milk ; 
it does not drink the milk 
like a monkey, but laps 
it up. 


PARIS FASHIONS 
FOR SEPTEMBER. 
For some years past—and 
the present season has not 
differed in this respect from 
its modern predecessors—the 
edicts of the Mode have been 
issued during the summer 
excursion period. This is 
easily explained, from the 
circumstance that it hes 
now become the general 
fashion to pass the hot 
months at the seaside or 
at watering-places, where 
ladies are under very slight 
restraint as to the style of 
their costume, and can, 
without being subject to 
disagreeable remark, tem- 
porarily adopt any innova- 
tion, not to say eccentricity, 
which the taste of their 
modistes may suggest.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 
THat “half a loafis better than no bread at all” is a proverb, the 
truth of which no Englishman thinks of doubting, and of which 
certain American statesmen begin to perceive the truth. It is all very 
well for contractors for the commissariat of an immense army, and 
for such recruiting officers whose pleasant duties lead them away from 
the front, tostill cry out “ War to the bitter end ;” but for those in the 
front, poor fellows! the bitter end has indeed arrived; and, in justice 
to their good taste, it must be said that they do not like it. To strike 
ten thousand dead in one week—of whom three fifths die by war and 
the rest by pestilence—is an act for which no Government can be 
applauded, unless it is gilded by the sunshine of success. But in the 
lurid flames about Petersburg—nay, even at Atlanta and Mobile— 
there is indeed no real glimmer of that blessed sunshine which 
we all worship. Foreseeing this, we have for some weeks caught 
the faint echoes of the word “ Peace!” echoes which are growing 
louder every day, and which must eventually make themselves heard. 
Amongst the blessed effects of the “Seasons” there is one upon 
which even Thomson never wrote, and that is, that horrid winter, 
succeeding golden autumn, does give a pause to the operations of 
war, and generally terminates what is called a “campaign.” 
Come, gentle Spring, ethereal mildness, come, 

cries Thomson, impatient of Winter; but now we would substitut 
peace for the second monosyllable, and welcome the hardest American 
winter that ever split the frozen toes, brittle as icicles, from the feet of 
a backwoodsman, so that it would only give a pause and inaction 
which could bring better thoughts to both parties. It will be to the 
credit of our Government if, with a tender and delicate hand, it urges 
its good offices to each belligerent. The dove is about to fly from the 
ark: may it not be furnished with an olive-leaf from this Isle of 
Liberty ? 

Out of evil comes good. Everyone knows that our best books are 
reprinted in America because the duty is so high that it absolutely 
amounts to a prohibition ; the same is the case now with our papers, 
and publishers and rich people can alone afford to buy them. There 
is a talk of reproducing Punch in New York, and selling it cheaply 
there, and also of reprinting many of the best articles from our daily 
papers and issuing them in a cheaper form, This method has for a 
coe time been pursued with our magazines, and has the advantage of 
giving our cousins the benefit of a calmer style and of Engl 
thought. It cannot fail to do good if the American mind will accept 
our free criticism as calmly as we take theirs, notably let us say, of 
Emerson and Hawthorne, the former appreciative, the latter abusive. 
So susceptible, however, is the Yankee mind, that we hear that in 
New York a reprint of “ The Gentle Life” is to be edited, so that all 
anti-American reflections of that mild and popular series of essays are 
to be carefully removed. Let us hope that this will not be the case 
with all our outspoken and vigorous writers. 

A paragraph from one of the foreign correspondents concerning the 
recent fire at Limoges seems to have escaped the notice of many of 
our contempora It is to this effect, that when the fire was raging 
at its utmost all hands, very naturally, rushed to the rescue. Soldiers 
and citizens worked in one common cause, and worked with a will; 
the General and his Staff were on the spot all night; the Mayor, the 
Prefect, the Procureur Impérial, and every li or great official of 
the place, were there, encouraging the people, and united in every 
intelligent endeavour to stop the ravages of the fire. This was during 
the night. At nine in the morning these men, after their hungry and 
thirsty vigil, saw a new element of aid approach them. “ About nine 
o'clock the Bishop, followed by his clergy, went in procession round 
the scene of the fire he relics of St. Aurelién and St. Martial 
to aid in extinguishing the fire.”. Let us make no comment upon 
this. The correspondent does not tell us whether the doubtful relics

THE ARUNDEL SOCIETY. 

THE growing success of this society is a fact, the significance of 
which will be acknowledged with much gratification by all lovers of 
art, but which cannot be too strongly impressed upon artists, The 
recent limitation of the number of members demonstrates that 
there is a large and increasing public eager to possess reproduc- 
tions of those early works of pure and severe character which were 
executed when art was the handmaid only of religion. Let, then, 
painters (and even that not unimportant class for good or evil— 
picture-dealers) understand that there must be a demand for some- 
thing above the puerile or meretricious staple of our exhibitions, if the 
supply be adapted to meet the requirements of that large section of 
the public who must now be credited with a more refined taste. 

The improvement in the finances of the Arundel Society has enabled 
the council to overtake the subscriptions—that is to say, instead of 
the publications being many months in arrear, they are now issued to 
subscribers of a current year early in the season of that year. A far 
more important result of the society’s progress is, however, the great 
increase (chiefly from the entrance-donations of “ associates”) of 
the funds available for procuring copies of those invaluable old 
frescoes and other paintings, so many of which, in Italy espe- 
cially, are, from various causes, hastening to decay. ‘The 
formation of a collection of drawings from important monuments of 
painting, which, “even though never published, would be valuable 
for illustration and study, was,” says the last report, “one of the re- 
cognised objects of the society.” Already this object has been so well 
carried out that the collection of drawings, &c., illustrative of early 
Italian art, at the society's rooms, New Bond-street, is scarcely to 
be paralleled for comprehensiveness. In furtherance of this object, 
the society has lately employed an additional copyist—Mr. Schultz, 
who possesses every requisite qualification, if we may judge by his 
minutely-faithful transcripts of Fra Augelico’s “Crucifixion ;* the 
“Nativity of the Virgin,” by Andrea del Sarto; and the “ Last 
Supper,” by Ghirlandaio; all three frescoes from Florence. Mr. 
Schultz has also copied the famous triptych by Memling, in the 
Hospital of St. John, at Bruges. This artist has undertaken, also, to 
transfer his drawings to the stone for printing, an advantage the 
society has been hitherto unable to secure. A specimen chromo- 
lithograph of the Memling triptych at Bruges (which will form part 
of the publications for next year), executed under these favourable 
conditions, is already on view, and the result surpasses, in force and 
fidelity of characterisation, everything hitherto produced by the 
society. The faithfulness of this artist's drawings, even to the evi- 
dences of decay in the originals, may remove, to a certain extent, the 
objections to the Arundel publications that they are “ re

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CURRENT LITERATURE, 
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About in the World. By the Author of “ The Gentle Life.” (1 vol, 
Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) The author modestly attributes a 
great share of the success which attended a former volume of essays 
from his pen to “the excellent printing, clear type, and presentable 
appearance” for which it was indebted to its publishers, The present 
volume has been equally well treated by the publishers, for a more 
sightly little book it would be difficult to find in a summer-day’s 
quest, and we should not be surprised to hear that it has been ompalie 
well appreciated by the public. Its contents are multiform, but they 
consist chiefly of short discourses in gossiping style upon social 
topics. The author propounds no startling theories and indulges in 
no dangerous originality; he is eminently “safe ;” he reflects the 
cheerful views of the comfortable classes ; he is perfectly orthodox on 
the subjects of self-help and compromise; and his philosophy, it 
appears to us, is likely to find great favour with those numerous lieges 
of her Majesty who affect “ the small tea-party.” He is evidently an 
industrious reader, and the results of his industry furnish him 
either with matter for discussion, or with auxiliary argument, 
or with apt quétation, or with humorous allusion, or with 
witty illustration, or even with a substitute for spontaneous thought. 
He has clearly included the Scriptures amongst his studies ; but his 
accuracy as a quoter of Scripture is not altogether unassailable, for he 
writes at page 103 :—“ Let us remember the rebuke, that they upon 
whom the tower in Siloam fell were not the only guilty in Samaria 
(sic) ;” whereas St. Luke, and the geographies, and the maps place 
Siloam in the immediate neighbourhood of Touma ; not to mention 
that a Jew would have ily acknowledged that, in a question of 
sinners, there was little choice between one Samaritan and another. 
He is a great advocate for “ gentle words,” and, on the general prin- 
ciple, we are inclined to agree with him ; but when he says (p. 224), 
“A polite man would seek out something pleasant, something to cheer 
the old fellow ; a complimentary man mts most likely, venture on 
a smooth word—a fib, perhaps, to compliment the old gentleman ; 
and, although truth might suffer, a great many people would think 
the last man the wisest and best,” we take exception both to his 
(implied) doctrine and to his grammar ; for, in the first place, the old 
gentleman would probably be cheered into believing he was stronger 
than he really was, and into attempting something detrimental 
to his health ; and, in the second, the use of the super- 
lative is wrong, as the comparison is between two  per- 
sons. It seems paltry to fasten on a single and very common 
grammatical inaccuracy, but it came so conveniently to hand that 
there was no ~—e an allusion to it, and it is unfortunately not 
the only case in which the author has erred. We read, for instance, 
at p. 199, “‘ Many months have now elapsed since the Federals, with 
a determination and persistency we can but admire, &c.,” when it is 
plain that the writer means “ we cannot but admire ;” and this error 
is becoming so frequent, especially in periodicals and daily news- 
papers, that it should be protested against wherever it is met with. 
it is a pleasanter duty to bear our willing witness to the kindliness of 
tone, the evenness of temper, the sprightliness of style, and the inter- 
mixture of amusing’ anecdote which are to be found in our author's 
essays. 

i nis Donne. By A. Thomas, (3 vols, Tinsley.) There isa cer- 
tain, and perhaps a very large, class of persons who will read this 
novel with great pleasure, for it is smart in style and often piquant 
in dialogue ; it deals with millinery and hair-dressing and their con- 
comitants in that full and detailed fashion which topics so important 
in the estimation of many, if not of most, women demand; and it 
verges, so far as the incidents are concerned, upon impropriety. It 
tells over again almost the whole story of Parisina; and, though the 
poetry of the late Lord Byron is nowhere more harmonious than in 
his poem of “ Parisina,” the morals of his heroine were far from unex- 
ceptionable. It was for something much worse than “ to list to the 
waterfall that Parisina left her hall;” and it was not Mrs. Donne's 
fault that Denis Donne, her stepson, did not act Hugo to her Parisina, 
Now, Mrs, Donne shares with two other ladies the foremost parts in 
the drama ; and it is likely that the author will be thought to have 
trodden upon dangerous ground in introducing so questionable a 
character as a ~~ aw ever so small an extent—of English 
stepmothers. Far be it from us, bearing in mind the shocking 
revelations made daily in our newspapers, to affirm that characters 
such as Mrs. Donne do not exist in real life; we are 
only afraid that our author has touched upon subjects which, 
though they have some sort of fascination for certain readers, 
create a fecling of horror in others, who may be more numerous and 
whose good opinion it may be worth while to conciliate. Of the two 
other ladies, one is a pleasing specimen of a good-looking, sweet- 
tempered, highly-bred English maiden, who marries a peerless parson— 
his peerlessness not being exhibited by himself, but being taken for 
granted on the author's testimony ; the other is an adventuress, who, 
by a mixture of subtlety and boldness, turns an insult into an 
instrument whereby she joins herself in holy matrimony to a peer of 
the realm. There is little or no plot; the tone is decidedly “ fast ;” 
the language is more remarkable for smartness, flippancy, and flourish 
than for grammatical accuracy, elegance, and polish ; andif any lesson 
be intended to be learned from the story it must be that a young 
marned woman who is beautiful, vain, frivolous, heartless, and 
wealthy will come, and deserves to come, to dishonour and misery ; but 
a young unmarried woman who is beautiful, bold, calculating, and 
poor, may indulge in questionable flirtations—may trade “ an 
insult to secure a good marriage—may contemplate the breakage of 
her marriage vows—may yet have a heart “to the full as warm as the 
majority of woman's”—may thank God, “in the midst of that mor- 
tification and disappointment” which arise when she finds her projected 
paramour has escaped her—may then feel that she is “ indeed 
founded on a rock,” and may settle down into a faithful wife. The 
former part of the lesson is wholesome enough, but the latter teaches 
a perilous course, for “there's many a slip ‘twixt the cup and the 





lip.” 

The History of Louth. (1 vol. Louth: W. Shepherd.) A lover 
of Louth, in an enthusiastic mood, has a from the most trust- 
worthy sources an interesting sketch of the history of Louth from 
before the days of Edward the Confessor to the day when Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales, married the Princess Alexandra of 
Denmark, and tea, sugar, and buns (which appear to be the orthodox 
Ludian form of alms on all public occasions) were distributed amongst 
1300 poor women, Other towns beat Louth in commerce ; but its 
antiquity, its historical associations, its compactness, its cleanliness, 
its well-lighted and well-paved streets, its situation in the midst of 
rural scenery, and, above all, its time-honoured and beautiful church 
of St. James, render it worthy of its townsmen’s affection and of the 
tourist’s notice. It is nod testimony in favour of the church's 
beauty that it gave employment to what it is hardly too much to 
call the cemied pencil of the great Turner. The compiler of this 
little volume seems to think that some apology is necessary for what 
he has undertaken ; but he appears to us to have wrought both an 
entertaining and a useful work ; for concise, straightforward, readably- 
written little books, such as he has compesed, are exactly what the 
majority of persons, tourists or not, with no asdust tendencies, 
desire to have. 

Le Roman dun Homme Sérieuz. Par Charles de Moiiy, (Hachette 
et Cie.) It is well to publish such books as this in a country where it 
is customary to believe that every amusing French tale is also 
improper. An idea is prevalent amongst most Englishmen and 
Englishwomen that a French book must be either dry or naughty ; 
that there is wo middle course between the severity of M. Jules 
Simon and the license of M. Paul de sock; but this little tale will 
disabuse them of the notion. It is a story showing how a practical 
man best vindicates his right to the epithet by consulting his real 
happiness ; how it is far more ctical to win a charming, high- 
souled, loving woman than two hundred thousand francs of dowry. 
The tale is poor enough in plot and incident, and the open manner in 
which the dowry-hunting is eonducted appears not only revolting but 
untrue to nature; the style, however, is very fresh and lively, and full 
of that piquancy for which the French language is the incomparable 


vehicle. 

Our Common Insects. By Mra. EE. W. Cox. (1 vol. Robert Hard- 
wicke.) An extremely elementary litile treatise upon entomology. 
Mrs. Cox, with great modesty and candour, confesses the meagreness 


of her work, and declares her object to be merely a desire to incite her 
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readers to a study of more copious and more pretentious writers upon 
the subject. What she has written, however, is nicely put together, 
and will be found by those who know nothing of entomology suf- 
ficiently interesting to excite a wish for further information, if not an 
inclination for personal inspection of the forms, habits, merits, and 
demerits of the most numerous class of living creatures. The wood- 
cuts with which the pages are illustrated are of themselves enough to 
make the little volume valuable. 

The “ee Geology and Geography of Great Britain. By A.C. 
Ramsay, F.R.S. ¢ Edward Stanford.) The time is fast ap- 
proaching when a knowledge of geology, at any rate to an elementary 
extent, will be expected almost as generally as a knowledge of 
arithmetic, and we therefore gladly welcome a second edition of so 
instructive a little work as that before us may justly claim to be. The 
present edition has received careful revision and correction, has been 
in parts rewritten, and deserves, therefore, even more attention than 
its predecessor deserved. 

The House among the Hills. (1 vol. Smith, Elder, and Co.) The 
first of several poetical pieces gives the title to this small volume, the 
others have no connection with either house or hills. They all, how- 
ever, have a common tinge of sadness, and can be strongly recom- 
mended to who like to have their spirits in a subdued con- 
dition. Many of them display depth of feeling, play of fancy, and 
harmonious versification ; and through nearly al) there runs a vein of 
simple piety, 

The Official Illustrated Guide to the London and South-Western 
Railway and to the Isle of Wight. By George Measom. (1 vol. 
C. Griffin and Co.) Excursionists and holiday-makers will find this 
book a v useful guide and friend. It contains all manner of 
information—historical, statistical, and geographical ; it abounds with 
poetical quotations (for the satisfaction, no doubt, of the sentimental 
traveller), and it is profusely illustrated. 

Famous Regiments of the British Army. By W.H. Davenport 

Adams. (1 vol. James Hogg and Sons.) In this volume is “sketched 
the career of the Royals, the Buffs, the Black Watch, the Connaught 
Rangers, the Enniskilleners, the Scots Greys, the Welsh Fusiliers, the 
4th Foot, and the Guards.” It will be seen, therefore. that “ famous 
regiments” does not mean “the famous regiments,” else something 
would have been said about the “dirty old half hundred,” better known 
as the “ Fighting Fiftieth,” and about other—or indeed, we might say 
all the other—regiments of the British Army ; but Mr. Adams was 
confined to a narrow selection, and he has not made an unhappy one. 
There is an ap sndix containing brief biographical sketches of certain 
eminent English Generals, and there are illustrations by Mr. A. E. 
Fisher. We must congratulate Mr. Fisher upon his truthfulness to 
nature in his picture of the Horse Guards, at the gates of which 
he has not forgotten to place the never-failing nursemaid with a 
verambulator, We have been declared to be not a military nation ; 
put we imagine there is, in the breasts of our boys and our youth, 
sufficient warlike ardour to make them peruse with avidity the history 
of our “ famous regiments,” 





THE FARM. 

Tue Shetlands have caught the prevailing inspiration at last, and 
held their first cattle show. Entries came from all parts—some 
by very indifferent and rugged roads, while others had to be put into 
boats and ferried over the countless voes with which these islands 
abound, The leading farmers have not been laggards, or inattentive 
to those signs of the times which have just culminated in 35s. 6d. for 
the top half-pred lambs at Lockerby, and 27s, for top Cheviot ewe- 
lambs at Melrose. For several years past tne Southdown, the 
Leicester, and the Chevict have been steadily imported, and “ the red, 
white, and roan” have extended their marvellous Scottish conquest 
into these northern seas. ‘The Highland Society gave prizes for cattle 
of any other pure breed than Shetland; and Aberdeensh und 
Caithness furnished the judges. Both in improved cattle and sheep 
the prizes were awarded almost entirely to Walker of Maryfield, Bruce 
of Veensgarth, and Umphray of Reawick. The entries were generally 
wetty good; but the pig part of the exhibition dwindled down to a 
Sone (whose prize was withheld) and a brace of sows. The “old 
original” cattle and ponies of the islands also mustered well, 

The native Shetland sheep has gone on, gen¢ 
ration, with no perceptible improvement, and a three-year-old wether 
fetches from about tive to eight shillings. The cows, which cross 
beautifully with the shorthorn, are gradually becoming appreciated 
in Scotland ; and Professor Aytoun, who is Sheriff in these parts, said 
with truth, at the dinner, “nothing is so eatisfactory as the 
barrel of I get annually for winter use from Shetland.” 
The queys (from three years old to five) can be purchased for £2 is. 
or £2 10s., and the stots average about 10s. more, as they are rather 
more scarce. Milch cows, which are very long in coming to matu- 
rity and having a calf, will fetch £5 or £6 ; , if they are fat, they 
will make up to 24 cwt. for the flesher, sinking offal. Their power of 
making flesh on good keep is considerable, and we have keard cf their 
being imported to the Lothians at £5 10s. in October, and more than 
doubling their price by the following Angust. Some of the great 
lairds keep nothing else in their parks for choice honse consumption. 
The pony demand for the mines and general use has considerably 
slackened of late, and Jast year only half the usual number were 
exported, It was well that there was a lull, as very few aged ponies 
were left in the islands. A two-year old horse pony may now be got 
for £4; and £5 for an aged mare and £7 for an aged horse pony is 
altout the market quotation. Heights vary from 38 to 42 inches. 
Many spirited farmers have pushed their fortunes here ; but, if all we 
hear. be true, the native Shetlanders are in complete bondage 
to the merchants, and the truck system is predominant. They 
never receive any — for their wool, or their manufactures, or 
the ponies, or anything else, but are entirely paid in goods, and thus 
the merchants get a double profit, Credit to the amount of a few 
shillings is given on the security of a foal and so on from year to year 
till it is ready for market, by which time it is mortgaged up to the 
eyes. What with this system and that of “ halvers mares "—which 
consists in a partnership between the owner and the merchant on 
terms highly favourable to the latter—this quiet, uncomplaining race 
of people are “ always in tow.” 

The Orkneys have all but lost their original race of cattle and sheep, 
and they need not mournthem. Some of the native sheep have 
crossed remarkably well with the Southdown ; and, as in Caithness, 
the very “keery,” which roamed over the crofter’s corn at its own 
sweet will, slept in the house, and almost ate out of the 
ot, is now a good half-bred—Leicester and Cheviot. The 
Jevon bull has been in these islands for many a_ long 
year; but it was only the other day that a Hereford was 
introduced from Mr. Lumsden. Orkney and Shetland alone 
exported about 6000 cattle last year, of which two thirds stopped at 
Aberdeen, and no doubt formed part of the wondrous dead meat 
trains from that great beef metropolis, which carried per annum, in 
1862-3, an average of 9394 tons, of which mutton formed a very 
insignificant proportion. No wonder that Sir James Elphinstone, in 
alluding to the fact that Morayshire is looking so much to feeding 
that it forgets the breeding part of business, should express hopes that 
a much larger cattle trade would be opened up with the Orkneys. 
Horseflesh, we may add, is very cheap there, and one farmer assured 
us that animals which would have fetched £36 during the Russian 
War would now be well sold at £16. 

We spoke of Caithness in our last. The mail and the Defiance, 
both worked by Messrs. Croall, and, above all, the steamer, which has 
succeeded that crazy craft at Meikle Ferry, have made the journey

very easy from Caithness to Tain, the most northern point of the 
rails, 


We found that it had been, if anything, not quite an average 
season for lambs in Sutherlandshire, as they had to undergo every 
variation of climate—cold, wet, and excessive drought. In con- 
sequence of the latter, the barley seemed thin and short in the straw, 
and the hay crop not one half. Even the heather had suffered dread- 
fully from it. The death of Mr. Gunn, of Glendhu, from a gig 
accident, had caused very deep lamentation in the county. No man 
was better known or respected on the “plane stanes” at the great 
Inverness Wool Fair, and not to know the name was to know nothing 
about Sutherlandshire. These things are generally kept pretty close, 
but he was —— to have about 9000 sheep on his farm, which is 
kept on by the family. He had latterly adopted the plan of smearing 
his sheep with olive and castor oil, instead of butter and tar; but we 
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the quality of the wool, it lessened its weight, and did ict 
turn the rain so well. The wethers throughout Sutherlandshire 
this year have been generally sold at an advance of Is, Gd. to 2s, above 
last year, and ewes at about the same. The highest price we heard 
of, for wethers, was £40 by the clad score, and £10 less for cast ewes. 

Messrs. Murray and Cameron seem to have been at the head of the 
cross cattle classes at the recent show in the Black Isle; and 
Balmadathy (who has introduced Florist the sire of Forth, Royal 
Towneley, and other pure shorthorns into the isle) won with his 
Leicesters, pigs, and poultry. All along the coast from Inverness the 
crops were looking well, on the whole; but about Nairnshire thins 
were rather burnt up. In Morayshire the farmers were not so inuch 
in want of rain, and spoke of having had a better grars 
season than usual. The new Scottish Central line seems likely, at 
last, to teach the Highlander the value of time—a point upon 
which he has hitherto manifested a truly sublime indifference—and to 
open up a great dead-meat traffic direct south from these countics. 
The Christmas Fat Association which was established last year at 
Forres brought together no less than 200 beasts, and there were bullock 
prizes for the best lot of ten, six, four, and soon. Mr. Harries had 
the prize for the best bullock, and is reported to have a good chance 
for that prize again; but as the first and second for fat cows wet 
to two which were in calf, and therefore returned to the place 
whence they came, the sooner this infant association shuns the 
vices of its Islington and Birmingham compeers and takes its 
stand on the only true Christmas principle — “No knife, no 
prize”—the sounder will be its prosperity. Its cardinal idea 
seems a very good one. ‘The shorthorn breeders are beginning 
to talk of the Highland Society’s visit to Inverness; and there are 
some good bulls, cows, and heifers, all of them local prize and medal 
winners, to do battle for the district. Southdowns do not take in 
these counties, and therefore the Duke of Devonshire is reducing his 
flock of them and increasing the number of his Liecester ewes. 
This season his Grace will have no less than eighty Leicester tups 
to sell. The Gordon Castle flock has been strengthened by the pur- 
chase of the “commended” ram from Stirling, which Mr. Torr, the 
only English judge in the trio, selected for the first prize. But the 
Englishman and the Scot have a very different reading of a Leicester, 
and the latter holds fast to the Border type. 

We met with what may possibly be an Islington candidate from 
Banffshire in the shape of a capital cross bullock between Douglas's 
Imperial Rome and a poll cow; and we found them still discuseing 
the great question in Aberdeenshire, as to whether the Aberdeen fat 
cup, which went for the first time into the Garioch district, was 
rightly decided or not. The general impression was decidedly against 
the poll which did get it, and in favour of the two-year old, which 
has just been sold into Nairnshire for something like £60. Mr. Mcir’s 
three-year-old red ox, which was beaten on this occasion, is a great 
beauty, but with hardly the scale of the last year’s cup-taker, which 
was also bred at Tarty. Aberdeenshire is immensely strong this year 
in “racing bullocks,” and many speak quite as highly of Mr. Martin’s 
grey shorthorn and West Highland cross bullock, as they do of his 
Darlington crack, This gentleman has just purchased Mr, Walker’s 
prize bull Fox Maule for the shambles. A more perfectly-formed one 
never entered a showyard ; but the cross of calves after him is wofully 
small. Mr. M‘Combie won with his four-year-old and yearling 
bullocks at Aberdeen, but did not bring out his best, which is rather 
an uncertain card, and, in fact, the most capricious and difficult to 
feed that he and his man John ever took in hand. He has about 280 
beasts getting ready for Giblett, Swan, and Hoyland, and is just 
beginning to take them in from the pastures, where they have been 
wp to their eyes in clover, on to tares and cake. He has more short- 
horn crosses than usual, and several capital greys; but his main 
strength is, as usual, in “ the heavy blacks,” of which about a hun- 
dred (and only nine of them Galloways) are feeding in sight of his 
house. The breeding stock number about seventy, and about the 
best calf out of the two dozen is an own brother to Kate of Aberdeen, 
of whose future it seems that we did not say one whit too much this 
time last year. Charlotte and Pride of Aberdeen have each hal a 
heifer calf. 

The bere and barley in Aberdeenshire are generally an average, and 
the oats below it; and the pastures in many parts vere sickening so 
sadly for rain that the prospects to overstockers were gloomy in ‘the 
extreme. Turnips seemed unequal, and, if anything, below an average. 
Forth was looking remarkably well in his new Sittyton abode; and, 
as he has no more worlds to conquer, they talk of trying to reduce 
him, which will be no light task. He did not get at all knocked 
about in his sea-voyage from Aberdeen to Newcastle, and his return- 
ticket cost fifteen shillings! The Messrs, Cruikshank have ninety- 
seven living calves this season from their 120 pure shorthorn cows, 
and have lost twelve. One season they reached 108. The numbers 
are, as usual, pretty equal, the bull-calves being only in a majority of 
three. The latter are principally by Lord Raglan, Baronet, and 
Champion of England, and thirty of them will come to the hamnut 
this autumn. Lord Zetland’s Sir James the Rose (an exchange for 
the season with Windsor Augustus) is at Sittyton, and, like Lord 
Garlies, who looks as if he would hardly live to see the turnips, old 
age has told its tale on this whilom pride of Athelstaneford, 


Mr. Hargraves, the celebrated Australian goldfinder, has 
been employed by the South Australian Government to search for gold in 
that colony. The South Australian Register of June 25 says :—** Mr, Hargraves 
returned to Adelaide on Saturday, having reached the port on that day in the 
steamer Lubra, from Port Lincoln. Mr. Hargraves commenced his great 
exploratory tour at Cape Jervis, and, progressing northward, examined the 
country in every direction till he reached Tanunda, taking sections of the 
geological strata of the country at various points. We learn that gold is to 
be found, more or less, throughout this part of the colony ; but the chtef 
deposits of the precious metal are in the water-sheds of the Torrens 
and Onkaparinga, the latter being payable in many places, The samo 
may be said of several sections which are private property. From the 
neighbourhood of Tanunda Mr. Hargraves proceeded northward, keep- 
ing as near as possible to the eastern side of the range, and 
extending his explorations to a point 540 miles from Adelaide, or 
600 miles from the point of departure near Cape Jervis. After vi lting 
Blanchewater Mr. Hargraves returned through what is known as the middle 
track, by way of the Blinman and Pichirichi Pass, to Port Augusta, From 
that place Mr, Hargraves proceeded by sea to Port Lincoln, where he again 
resumed his labours of exploration, extending his researches towards Frank!lin 
Harbour, but we believe without success in the way of gold discovery. The 
country is likely to be largely productive of copper, and contains a con- 
siderable area of good agricultural land, now occupied only as sheep runs, 
In an area of forty miles by eight to ten miles, between Port Lincoln and the 
Devil's Peak, the land is described as being equal to that of the Will: 
district. Beyond the tract specified the country appears to be uninvi 
except for purely pastoral purposes, and not first class even for such. ‘The 
extraordinary prevalence of copper in the country beyond Port Augusta will 
in all probability, form a prominent feature in the official reports of Mr. 
Hargraves, who is said to have met with bismuth also of very high per 
centage in more than one locality.”

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


LORD RODNEY. 

Sir Robert Dennett Rodney, sixth Baron Rodney, of 
Rodney Stoke, in the 
county of Somerset, 
and a Baronet, was 
the only son of the 
Hon. Captain Robert 
Rodney, R.N., by his 
wife, Anne, youngest 
daughter and co-heir 
of Thomas Dennett, 


Esq.,of Lock Ashurst, | 


Sussex, and was the 
grandson of George, 
second Baron Rod- 
ney, and the great- 
grandson of the illus- 
trious first Baron, 
Sir George Brydges 
Rodney, K.B., Ad- 
miral of Great Bri- 
tain, whose splendid 
achievements j 
prior to those 
Nelson inspired the 
British Navy, and 
to all the glory that followed. Robert Dennett, sixth Lord 
Rodney, the subject of this notice, was born May 21, 1820, and was educated 
at Harrow. He was appointed a Lieutenant in the Scots Fusilier Guards in 
1838, but subsequently retired from the Army. He succeeded his uncle, 
Spencer, fifth Baron Rodney, May 15, 1841. He took but a small part in poli- 
tical affairs, and for some time past appeared seldom in public, but was ever 


led, no dot 


warmly interested in the welfare of those around him and in all who needed | 


his care. His loss will be much felt by his tenantry, and particularly by the 
poorer cottagers on his estate, who have often been relieved and, especially in 
winter, gladdened by the bounty of his Lordship and his wife. Lord Rodney 
married, Aug. 3, 1850, Sarah, second daughter of the late John Singleton, Esq., 
by whom (who survives him) he leaves a juvenile family of two sons and a 
daughter. His Lordship died of cgnsumption, on the 19th inst., at his seat, 
Berrington, near Leominster, in Herefordshire, and is succeeded by his eldest 
son, now Sir George Brydges Harley Dennett Rodney, seventh Lord Rodney, 
who is in his eighth year. This family of Rodney is of very ancient standing 
in Somersetshire, having possessed the estates of Stoke Rodency there for 500 
years; but all “ the boast of heraldry” sinks into insignificance before those 
fifty years’ active service of the hero who made British seamen feel they 
were invincible, and who linked the name of Rodney with our naval history 
for ever.

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VISIT OF THE KING CONSORT OF SPAIN TO FRANCE 

HIS MAJESTY’S ARRIVAL AT ST. CLOUD. 
THE inauguration of the portion of the chemin de fer, opening up 
direct railway communication between Paris and Madrid, was accom- 
plished with much solemnity on the 15th inst. at St. Sebastian, and 
served very appropriately as the introduction to a long series of fétes 
about to be o fred to Francisco d’Assisi (the husband of the Queen of 
Spain), who was charged with the agreeable mission of returning the 
Empress Eugénie’s visit to Madrid in the course of last year. A pro- 
gramme of fairy-like preparation for the reception of the King of 
Spain had been circulated by many of the Spanish and some of the 
French journals ; and, although the reality has fallen short of what 
the exalted imaginations of the féte-predictors had suggested, the 
reception and entertainment of the Royal visitor have, nevertheless, 
been fully worthy of the mari de la Reine. For reasons of court 
etiquette, the Queen of Spain could not accompany her consort 
to France, as the Empress of the French was unaccompanied by her 
Imperial husband during her visit to the Spanish capital. For a 
similar reason, also, the ceremonial observed throughout the splendid 
fétes just terminated at Versailles, which we shall fully illustrate in 
our next Number, was necessarily of a less brilliant description than 
would have been observed if the Queen, as the immediate possessor of 
the crown and sceptre of Spain, had honoured France with her 
august presence. 

The King of Spain, after having breakfasted, on the morning fol- 
lowing the inauguration of the railway, with the Prefect of Bordeaux, 
left that city at ten a.m., and reached St. Cloud the same evening 
about nine o'clock. ‘The train conveying his Majesty and suite drew 
up by the side of the small platform existing in the park of St. Cloud 
itself, and occasionally made use of by Napoleon when any 
of his journeys commence or terminate at this beautiful residence. 
The Emperor had been walking about some time awaiting the 
arrival of his Royal cousin at this little platform, upon 
which the King of Spain, accompanied by M. Isturitz, the 
Spanish Ambassador to the Court of the Tuileries; M. Muro, 
chief secretary to the Embassy at Paris, and the principal 
persons of the suite, shortly afterwards alighted. The King was 
received with much cordiality by his Imperial host, and the carriages 
in attendance promptly conducted the illustrious personages over the 
short distance between the platform and the palace, where the Empress 
and her ladies of honour, the grand officers of the household, and the 
Archbishop of Paris, were waiting to receive the guest of France. 
The presentation of the King to the Empress by Napoleon at once 
took place ; and this is the scene represented in our Engraving, which 
is the reproduction of a sketch made on the spot, and at the time, 
for this Journal by M. Thorigny. 


THE EMPEROR'S FETE AT PARIS. 
Tue Festival of St. Napoleon, as it is irreverently called—the 
birth or ot de féte of Napoleon I. happening to coincide with a 
great festival of the Roman Catholic Church—was celebrated with 
yet more than its usual splendour on Monday week. All the public 
places of Paris were decorated for the illuminations with festoons of 
mixed white and red globes of ground glass hung from upright 
supports, each of which was surmounted by a cluster of globular 
glasses. But the Place de la Concorde and Champs Elysées were, 
as usual, the great points of attraction. One of the most attractive con- 
structions was erected round the tall Egyptian obelisk in the Place de la 
Concorde, It wasa Moorish building, decorated with arabesques of the 
gayest colouring. Round this Alhambra Palace a charming example of 
French taste was shown in the formation of a green garden scene, rich 
in flowers and shrubs. The effect was very happy. One might imagine 
that a bit of bright fairy-land had fallen from on high into the centre 
On each side of this Oriental architectural 
souvenir were the two well-known and magnificent bronze fountains 


| of the spacious Place, round which were planted fresh-looking par- 


terres. On all sides from this point there was a pleasing distant 
view: the long line of the flag-decorated avenue of the Champs 
Elysées, ending in the grand triumphal arch ; the distant elegant dome 
of the Invalides ; the airy towers of the new church of St. Clotilde ; 
the nearer masses of now golden-tinted trees: of the gardens of the 
Tuileries ; and, as the spectator turned citywards, the classically severe 
Madeleine. Such was the effect by day. The illuminations and fire- 
works by night were a magnificent spectacle. The air was filled with 
flights of rockets ascending to an enormous height, and bursting in a 
shower of stars of every colour in the rainbow. The grand piece of 
the display was an extensive facade representing a Mexican palace. 
It was surmounted by the cipher of the Emperor Napoleon. When 
on fire it produced a most brilliant effect, and terminated with 
an explosion of splendid grenades. The next piece was a 
most striking pyrotechnic exhibition, as the Pont de Jena was 
all at once in a blaze from end to end, and poured a 
cascade of fire into the Seine below. The effect was perfectly 
magical, and called forth loud cheers from the assembled thousands. 
A similar display took place at the same time on the Place du Tréne. 
The great mass of the spectators then turned homewards, but 
thousands continued promenading about until near the morning hours. 
Besides the day and night entertainments given on this occasion, 
there were also a distribution of alms to the poor, at the mairie of 
each arrondisement, and a distribution of official promotions and 
dignities of the Legion of Honour. Moreover, the imperor, on this 
occasion, granted pardons, commutations, or reductions of punishment 
to 1517 condemned prisoners of different categories.

VOLUNTEER REVIEW AND SHAM FIGHT AT AINTREE, 
NEAR LIVERPOOL. 

FOLLOWING the example of one of his predecessors (Mr. R. Hutchinson), 
the Mayor of Liverpool, Charles Mozley, Esq., invited the Liverpool 
volunteers to a review and sham fight on the racecourse, at Aintree, 
near Liverpool, on Saturday afternoon. His Worship liberally under- 
took to contribute towards the expenses of the men, at the rate of 
is. 3d. per man, The day being remarkably fine, the affair was most 
brilliant and successful. Upwards of 30,000 persons proceeded to the 
course by road and rail, the grand and other stands were filled 
by gaily dressed thousands, the course was fringed by hun- 
dreds of carriages and an innumerable crowd of spectators. 
At the invitation of the Mayor, business in Liverpool was almost 
entirely suspended after two o'clock. The volunteers, numbering 
about 5000, began to arrive about
